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CHAPTER I. 


EXPEDITION TO THE WEST INDIES DETERMINED ON... . SIR 


CHARLES GREY AND SIR JOHN JERVIS APPOINTED COMMAND- 


ERS IN CHIEF... THE BOYNE SAILS FROM SPITHEAD .. . . OC- 
CURRENCES ON THE VOYAGE FROM THENCE TO CARLISLE 
BAY, BARBADOES. 


Is the latter end of the year 1793, his Majeſty having determined 
to ſend a formidable armament to the Weſt Indies, to reduce the 
French iſlands in that quarter, and to ſecure his own from any at- 
tack of the enemy, Lieutenant General Sir Charles Grey, Knight 


Commander in Chief in the Weſt Indies. Several officers of diſ- 


tinguiſhed abilities were alſo appointed to act under him; and Vice 
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Admiral Sir John Jervis, Knight of the Bath, was nominated Com- 
mander in Chief of the naval force on the ſame expedition. 
After much delay, occaſioned by nearly half the original force 
| being withdrawn from the armament intended for the Weſt In- 
dies, and applied to another purpoſe, on the 24th of November, 
1793, the Boyne of 98 guns, Captain Grey commander, having 
Vice Admiral Sir John Jervis's flag flying at the fore-topmaſt head, 
made the ſignal for failing to the fleet deſtined with her for this 
expedition, and dropped down to St. Helen's, where ſhe lay at 
ſingle anchor, waiting for thoſe ſhips that were not ready; the 
ordnance ſtoreſhips were particularly tardy. This morning an un- 
fortunate accident befel Mr. Scott, ſecond lieutenant of the Boyne, : 
whoſe arm was broken by a block giving way in the fore part of 
the ſhip, where he was ſtationed; but happily, by the care and 
{ſkill of Mr. Weir the ſurgeon, he was n recovered by the 
time the ſhip reached Barbadoes. 
On Tueſday the 26th of November the Boyne weighed anchor, 
and with the reſt of the fleet failed from St. Helen's with a fair 
ind down channel. Un the 27th we lay to off Portland Road, 
55 - waiting for the Quebec frigate, which remained at Spithead to 
| haſten the ſtoreſhips and tranſports (that were not at firſt ready to 
ſail with the Boyne), and to convoy them through the Needles. 
On the 28th of N ovember, in the morning, we were off the 
Land's End, and were ſoon afterwards becalmed for a ſhort time. 
In the evening, a freſh breeze ſpringing up, we proceeded on our 
voyage. Before it was s dark eight ſail were ſeen from the maſt head.

On the 29th we paſſed Commodore Paiſley i in the Bellero- 
phon, with ſeveral frigates 1 in company. The Commodore ſaluted 
the Admiral's flag with thirteen guns, which was returned from 

the Boyne with eleven guns. OT 
As it may be proper to inform the reader that, in conſequence 

of a particular invitation from the Admiral, the Commander in 
Chief and his ſuite, with ſeveral of the officers on the ſtaff un- 
der him, were nn. in the . I ſhall here ſubjoin their 
names.

Thus, by the friendly intercourſe ſubſiſting between the two 


Commanders in Chief, the time on the paſlage was moſt uſefully 
employed in forming plans of operation, which could not have 
been executed with that promptneſs that diſtinguiſhed the en- 

" ſuing campaign, had it been. otherwiſe. 

On Tueſday the 3d of December, the Roſe frigate, Captain 
Riou, parfed company; as did, on the 7th following, Commo- . 
dore Thompſon and part of the convoy, and we proceeded with 
the greater diſpatch on our voyage. 

On the &th of December the wind proved foul, with rain and 
hazy weather. At night, in the middle watch, we were attacked 
by a ſquall of wind and rain, accompanied by a heavy ſea, which 

ſtruck the rudder with ſuch violence, that the men at the wheel 
lofing their hold, were thrown down; and the tiller breaking 
looſe, ſtove in the gunner's cabin; at the ſame time the pinnace, 

a ſix-oared- boat, that was ſuſpended over the ſtern, was waſhed 

way and totally loſt. 

On the gth of Ban in the morning, the ſhip was taken 

aback by a ſudden ſquall of wind, attended with thunder and 
5 lightning, with a moſt tremendous ſea; we then wore ſhip, and 

ſtood to the ſouth weſt. ' T hoſe who have never failed in a ſhip 
of war of the firſt or ſecond rate, can form no idea of the gran- 
deur and awfulneſs of the ſcene when ſo large a body is ſtruggling 
with contending elements. As the ſhip rolls through the high 
ſwell her ſides appear to twiſt and bend in a ſurpriſing manner. 
The guns hanging on one fide, and prefling againſt the other, ſeem 
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as if, at every roll, they would, by their en weight, force 


their way through; which, added to the cracking of the cordage, 
the roaring of the wind, and a variety of other noiſes, forms a 
ſcene of ſurpriſe and alarm to the inexperienced voyager. 


This ſqually weather continued at intervals for four days. On 


the 12th we ſaw ſome ſea gulls. On the 13th two ſtrange fail 


hove in fight; the Ulyſſes chaſed one of them, and we made ſail 


| after the other, and fired ſeveral ſhot at her to bring her to; ; but 


in the evening were obliged to give up the purſuit, for fear of part- 


ing from our convoy, which however happened in the _— 


night, during a heavy gale of wind. 
On Saturday the 1 4th we faw a gull and frond turtle paſſe 


near the ſhip. 


On the 16th land was diſcovered at four P. M. ſuppoſed to be 


the iſland of Porto Santo. All this day we ſailed at the rate of 
ſeven and eight knots an hour. Tueſday the x 7th of December we 
found that during the night we had paſſed by the iſland of Ma- 


deira; but this morning tacked and ſtood towards it, and arrived 


off Funchial, the capital of that iſland, of which we had a delight- 
ful view. As we approached the land the ſurrounding country 
had a very beautiful appearance, eſpecially after a long voyage, * 


when the eye. has been wearied by the unintereſting ſameneſs of 


an extended ocean. The town of Funchaal, ſo named from the 


Portu gueſe word funcho, fennel, which grows in great abundance 


on the neighbouring rocks, is ſituated at the bottom of a bay, and 


is a large ill built town: it has many churches and convents; but 


0 

as we did not go on ſhore, I can give no particular deſcription of 
them. Immediately behind the town the hills riſe gradually one 
above the other, terminating in prodigious high mountains, which 
are plentifully covered almoſt half-way up with plantations of 
vines, interſperſed with churches and elegant houſes. High up 
in the mountains, in a valley 1s ſeen a convent, which we were | 
informed is dedicated to our Lady of the Mountain. All the 
buildings being white, formed very conſpicuous, and not un- 
pleaſing objects in the landſcape. The mountains in this iſland are 
very high. Pico Ruevo is ſuppoſed to be from its baſe near a mile 
in perpendicular height, much higher than any land in England 
or Wales. The ſides of all the hills are well covered to a certain 
height with vines, above which, to a vaſt extent, are woods of 
pine, cheſnut, and a variety of other trees unknown to Europe. 
The principal refreſhments to be procured here are wine, water, 
and onions; the latter are the tineſt in the world, and in great | 
pat, „%% ol on 5 | 

It being' the Admiral's anne eden to loſe no time, we only 
lay-to off Funchial, till the wine intended for the uſe of the of- 
ficers and ſhip's company was taken on board; and it being the 
birth day of the Queen o Portugal, we faluted the fort in honour 
of the day with twenty-one guns, which was returned with an 
equal number. In the evening we made fail for our deſtination; 
and fortunately from this time had a fair wind till we got into the 
trades. On the 24th we paſſed the tropic of Cancer, lat. at noon 
23. 21. N. long. 32. W. The uſual cemany was obſerved by

the crew (having firſt obtained the Captain's permiſſion): a gro- 
teſque Neptune and Amphitrit were drawn by their attendants 
on the quarter-deck, where, after a ſolemn ditty chaunted by his 
aquatic majeſty, the uſual collections were made, which, from the 
munificence of the General and his friends, together with the 
contributions of thoſe officers of the ſhip who. had never croſſed 
the tropic before, amounted to a ſum ſufficient to ſupply the 


ſhip s company with plenty of vegetables on their . at Bar- 


badoes. 


The 25th of December, bang Chriſtmas day, divine ſervice 
Was performed on the quarter-deck by the Chaplain, the crew ap- 
pearing as on a Sunday, f in clean trowſers and jackets: and here 
I muſt beg leave to mention, that I never ſaw more regularity and 
decorum in any place of worſhip than is invariably obſerved on 
board of his Majeſty's ſhips of war. 

This day we paſſed an American brig; and the weather being 


fair, Lieutenant Bowen and Captain Maſon went on board her. 


She was from Cadiz, and reported, that yeſterday f ſhe paſſed a 
Spaniſh man of war bound for Europe. 

On the 26th of December we ſaw ſeveral 8 dolphins, 

and grampus, and ſhoals of flying fiſh; lat. at noon 22. Io. N.

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CHAPTER . 


THE COMMANDERS IN CHIEP PREPARE FOR THE EXPEDITION 

- AGAINST MARTINIQUE. . . . GUN-BOATS CONSTRUCTED, AND 
DESCRIBED... . A SHORT ACCOUNT OF BARBADOES.... SALE 
OF SLAVES... . A LIST OF THE FLEET. 


Tux firſt news we received on our arrival at Barbadoes was, that 
the yellow fever had, in the courſe of laſt year, carried off fifty- 
eight. officers of the army in this and the neighbouring iſlands, 
and privates in proportion. It proved fatal to great numbers of 
the inhabitants alſo of Barbadoes; from fifteen to twenty whites 
died daily in the town of Bridgetown, and about half that num- 
ber of blacks and people of colour. We were at the ſame time 
comforted with an aſſurance that the diſeaſe had entirely ſubſided; 
but the reader will ſoon ſee how fallacious were our hopes in this 
reſpect. Alas! too many families have to lament the fatal effects 
of this dreadful diſorder; and the kingdom at large may attribute 
to it the loſſes we afterwards ſuſtained, rather than to any other 

cauſe. But of this more hereafter. 
His Excellency Sir Charles Grey landed at Bridgetown on the 
7th of January, and reſided at a houſe callod the Government 
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Houſe, on Conſtitution Hill, a healthy ſituation, about half a mile 


| out of town, where he was buſily employed during his refidence 
| on the iſland in concerting plans for future operations, in review- 
I | 8 ing the troops, and providing againſt thoſe exigencies which in an 
| [f enemy's country an army muſt be expoſed to. A report was here 
, | circulated that General Rochambeau the commanding officer at 
! 15 Martinique, and Bellegarde the popular leader of the people of NJ 
1 1 , colour, were at variance; but this news by no means cauſed the 4 


| leaſt relaxation on the part of our commanders, who continued 
ö [ 1 . their preparations with as much ardour as before; and it is well 
1 they did ſo, as we afterwards found the enemy on their guard, 
and prepared to reſiſt us with their united force. 8 
The Admiral in the mean time was equally employed i in pre- 
paring every thing in his department, and for that purpoſe re- 
mained on board (a conduct he invariably followed), by which 
every thing was carried on under his own inſpection, and delay | 
(the conſequ ence of neglect) was thus prevented. On our voyage, 


whenever the weather permitted, a certain number of ſeamen were 


| exerciſed, and formed into companies, to be commanded by lieu- 
tenants of the navy, with the rank of captains on ſhore. While 
in Carliſle Bay theſe ſeamen were again exerciſed, and inſtructed 
in the uſe of ſmall arms and pikes. This plan of training the ſea- 
men for ſhore duty was highly beneficial on this neee 


will hereafter appear 
Every exertion was now AY both 5 ſea and land. The 
hs gun- boats, which were conftructed in England, then taken LS 
0 
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pieces, and brought to the Weſt Indies in ſtoreſhips, were put 
together with as much ſpeed as poſſible; yet, from the nature of 
their ſtructure, could not be finiſhed until a day or two before we 


ſailed. There were ſix gun:þoats, each carrying a twenty-four 


pounder 1 in the bow, which moved backwards and forwards on a 


groove: round the whole on the gun- Whale was a moveable barri- 


cade or breaſt- work, compoſed of ſeveral folds of bulls' hides, 


nailed to ſome boards of an inch thick in partitions, and capable 
of turning a muſket ball. Each boat had two maſts; the fore- 


maſt inclined forward (to give more room for the gun to recoil), 


and had a latine fail and jib : the mizen was a lug-ſail. Sweeps, 
or large oars, were alſo ſupplied, to be uſed when there was no 
wind, or when becalmed by the high lands near the ſhore. Each 
of theſe veſſels was at firſt commanded by a midſhipman, who, 


as his conduct merited, was promoted to the rank of lieutenant®. 


| In the mean time the troops were landed from the tranſports, | 


the ſick comfortably lodged in the hoſpitals, and every attention 
paid, to render the ſervice complete. As the major part of our 
army conſiſted of the flank companies, great pains were taken by 
the commanding officers to train them for the moſt active ſer- 


vice: the light infantry were exerciſed daily by Major General 


Dundas, who had, in America and on the continent, diſtinguiſhed

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climate is peculiarly favourable to poverty (clothes and firing, the 
great articles of expence to the poor in other countries, being 
here hardly required), I may venture to affirm, that the ſlaves in 
the Weſt Indies are in a better ſituation, as to the neceſſaries of 
ie, than the labouring poor in England, or any other country in 
Europe. Far be it from me, however, to juſtify ſlavery in itſelf; 
it moſt certainly i is an evil: but when a matter of great importance 
s in agitation, every information ſhould be obtained, and both 
ſides of the queſtion ought to be ſtrictly examined. Certainly the 
_ benevolent intentions of the friends to the abolition of ſlavery in 


the Weſt Indies have, by their exertions in the cauſe of humanity, 
occaſioned a more minute inquiry into the fituation of the ſlave 
than had ever been made before; and ſeveral excellent laws to re- 
gulate the treatment of that unfortunate claſs of human beings 
have in conſequence been paſſed in the different iſlands. It is 
affirmed by many very humane people, that the entire abolition 
of the traffic 5z/elf would not help the cauſe of humanity ſo much 
as was at firſt contended (for I believe the former plan of imme 


diately emancipating thoſe already imported, 1s allowed by all to 

Es be dangerous in the extreme); and it is the opinion of many 
writers, that the greater part of thoſe Africans ſold to our plan- 
tations would remain ſlaves in their own country, or be put to 

death by their captors. If ſo, ſurely it is better for them. to be 

carried to a country where they have a chance at leaſt of better 
treatment, and where many of them are inſtructed in their duty 

to their God, of which before they bs had no idea.

The land force employed on this expedition was as follows. 
A detachment of white and a detachment of black light dragoons, 
three battalions 'of grenadiers, three battalions of light infantry, 
the ſixth, ninth, fifteenth, thirty-ninth, forty-third; fifty-ſixth, 
fifty-eighth, fixty-fourth, ſixty-fifth, and ſeventieth regiments, 
with detachments. from the ſecond, twenty-firſt, and ſixtieth re- 
giments.

On Monday, Feb. 3, 1794, the flect of men of war, tranſports; 
ſtoreſhips, &c, ſailed from Carliſle Bay, and the next morning 


land was ſeen, which proved to be the iſland of St. Lucia, bear- 
ing weſt ſeveral leagues. On Wedneſday, Feb. 5, we approached 


the iſland of Martinique on the ſouth eaſt ooaſt, off the bay of 


Maran; two forts, one at Pointe du Jardin, the other at Pointe 
de la Borgneſſe. which defended the entrance to that bay, began 


to fire on our ſhips as they approached; notwithſtanding which, 


the Boyne and the reſt of the fleet anchored by four P. M. not 


far from the battery on Pointe de la Borgneſſe, Lieutenant Bowen 
having previouſſy run along ſhore in a ſmall ſchooner to ſound the. 


depth of water. Our troops were now Preparing to-land, and 


had filled ſeveral flat-boats which lay alon o-fide the men of war, 
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when the battery opened a heavy fire on them, which was quickly 
anſwered by the ſhips; the troops at the ſame time puſhed in .and 
landed, covered by the gun-boats: ſeeing which, and alarmed by 
ſome well- directed ſhot from the Boyne and Veteran, the enemy 
fled in diſorder from the fort, which our troops immediately en> 
tered, and having hoiſted the Britiſh colours, were ſaluted with 
three cheers from the fleet. - A trench was found in the battery, 
communicating with the magazine, in which a train was laid, and 
a brand or match laid acroſs it. Happily (by the exertions of the 
officers and men) this daſtardly plot was prevented taking effect. 
The guns were immediately turned upon the enemy in their re- 
treat, and againſt the town of St. Anne; but as this was a poſt of 
no great conſequence, after they had ſpiked the guns and broke 


the carriages, the troops reimbarked. * 

In the evening the enemy in the battery on Pointe du hen 
burnt the ſugar plantations near them, as we ſuppoſe, out of re- 
venge for our ſucceſs at Pointe de la Borgneſſe; from the dryneſs 

pf the canes the fire ſpread with great rapidity, and did much da- 

mage. Near us was the village of St. Luce, where a two-gun | 
battery, directed by the cure. of St. Luce, ſeeming diſpoſed to

During the landing of our troops, Lieutenant Bowen, who was in a gun - boat, perceived a number of 
the enemy collecting in the woods near the ſhore, and being ſcarce noticed by them, was ſuffered to approach 
without moleſtation, and having loaded his gun with langrege, he dealt ſuch deſtruction among them, that 
they fled in all direQions. A ſhot from the battery, which ſtuck in the larboard bow of the Boyne, when cut 
out, proved to be a thirty-four pounder, and to bave been heated, but not ee to do any miſchief

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| drove the enemy from thence 5. On Thurſday morning, Feb. 6, 
our troops landed at Trois Rivieres, in the bay of St. Luce, with- 
out oppoſition, to the number of two thouſand four hundred and 
eighty- four men, under the direction of Lieutenant General Preſ- 
«£ott. Sir Charles Grey and his ſuite then landed, and the whole 
army moved off from the landing-place in two diviſions; the firſt 
diviſion began to march about twelve at noon, the ſecond diviſion 
at five in the afternoon. Lieutenant Rogers of the Boyne ſoon after 
landed at the cure's battery at St. Luce, and found the two cannon 
there to be twenty-four pounders, that had belonged to the Raiſon- 
able man of war, wrecked ſome time ſince on this iſland. They de- 
ſtroyed theſe guns, and returned on board without any loſs. This 
evening a gun-boat and flat-boat with ſeamen, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenants Rutherford and Ogle of the Boyne, and Mr. 
Johnſon, midſhipman, attempted to cut out ſome veſſels in the

Monſ. Bellgarde, general of the army compoſed of people of co- 
lour, finding that we had taken poſſeflion of the forts, made A 
precipitate retreat towards the mountains, having previouſlyifet 
fire to the town of Trinité, the beſt part of which, together with 
a great quantity of ſtores of all kinds, was conſumed; but Com- 
modore Thompſon took poſſeſſion of the veſſels in the har- 
bour and road. In all theſe attacks the ſeamen- (under com 
mand of eren Saliſbury) bore a part, "and by their Mcd

Gros Morne is a 
Gtibationiof great importance, being ſtrongly fortified, and com- 
mandling the principal paſs between the northern and, ſouthern 
pariscof the iſland, and famous for being the rendezvous of the 
damocrats during the revolution, previous to our arrival. Beſides 
the principal fort, there is a redoubt on either ſide, about a mile 
diſtant, commanding the road leading to the fort.

guns of which were ſtill remaining: it lies about two leagues north 
jeaſt of Fort Bourbon, and from it our army could ſee the enemy 
in their out-poſts from that fort“. After the troops had halted. for 
ſome time, Colonel Cradock with three companies of the ſecond

battalion of grenadiers was ordered to advance and take poſſeſſion 


of the poſt of Maltide, where a conſiderable number of the ene 
my were aſſembled with their colours flying; but on his approach 


they evacuated the place in haſte. Of this poſt our troops had 
the quiet poſſeſſion that night, and all the next day; but in the 
night between the roth and 11th they were attacked by a party 
of the enemy, commanded by Monſ. Bellgarde, amounting to 
about eight hundred men, who, having crept up under cover of 
the canes and underwood, commenced a heavy fire on our troops, 
who, though rather taken by ſurpriſe, charged the enemy in their 
turn with ſuch vigour and determined bravery, as forced them 


ſorely to. repent their temerity, and retreat towards Fort Bour- 


bon with conſiderable loſs. In this action Captain M*Ewen of 


the thirty-eighth regiment and ſeven. privates were killed, and 


nineteen wounded. Next day a great quantity of fire arms were 


picked up, which the enemy had left behind them in their preci- 


pitate retreat. In the evening of the 11th the poſt was reinforced 


BY three companies of grenadiers and part of the ſecond battalion 
of light infantry; but that night all was quiet. Early on the 


morning of the 12th the grenadiers were ordered back to Bruno, 
and the battalion of the fixth regiment, commanded by Major 
Scott, took their place at Maltide, and the wounded were ſent 
on board the hoſpital ſhip. 


As the bay and harbour of Fort "AY were now „ completely 


opened to our ſhipping by the capture of Pigeon Iſland, the Com- 
| mander in Chief moved forward on the 14th from Ls: Riviers 
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Sallée to Bruno with the remainder of the firſt brigade, a princi- 
pal part of which had, under General Preſcott, reached that place 
the day before; having previouſly concerted the attack of St. Pierre 
with General Dundas, that general marched on the evening of 
the 13th from Bruno with the fecond battalion of grenadiers, the 
thirty-third and fortieth light companies, and the | ſixty- fifth regt- 
ment, to Gros Morne, where he halted that night, and early on 
the 1 4th marched to Trinite; from whence he diſpatched a ſloop 
with the packs and blankets of his army round towards la Baſſe 
Pointe, in order to expedite his march toward St. Pierre, the 

capital of the iſland, the capture of which was now his. obje&. 
From Gros Morne General Dundas had detached Colonel Cam p- 
bell through the woods by Bois le Buc with the ſecond battalion 
of light infantry and fixty-fifth regiment to Montigne. At five 
o'clock in the evening of the 14th General Dundas marched from 
Trinits (being joined by a company of the ſecond or queen's re- 
giment, commanded by the Honourable Captain Ramſay) : after 
marching all night he halted for three hours; and ſoon after day- 
break on the morning of the 1 5th, having paſled the river Capot, 
arrived at the heights of Calbaſs, after a march of thirty miles 
over a rough mountainous country. The fatigue of ſuch a march - 
in a tropical climate can only be conceived by thoſe who have. ex- 
perienced it: haraſſed and worn down, it was neceſſary to give the 
troops ſome reſt before they attempted to aſcend the ſteep and 
craggy mountain, over the top of which was their road, com- 
manded | by a battery, where the enemy appeared i in grand force, 
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came all difficultics;c8rd they aſcended the beights with auch 
alacrity, that the enemy, alarmed at 
evacuated the fort (fortunately for our men), without making a 
reſiſtance; as, by the time they reached the ſummit of the mounꝰ 
tain, they were ſo exhauſted, that a ſteady oppoſition might haue 
proved fatal to them. From hence (the poſt having pręxiouſſy

tersd the ammunition) General Dundas proceeded abe ut, g 
miles further, to a place called Morne Rouge: here he helted, 


and ſhortly after ſaw Colonel Campbell at Poſt au Pin, balf a mile 


ſhort of Montigne, under a heavy fire from five or ſix hundred of 
the enemy, ſtrongly poſted. General Dundas: inſtantly, puſhed 
forward his advanced; guard, under command of the Hon. Captain 
Ramſay, who gained the ſummit by extraordinary exertions, fired 
on the enemy, at that time engaged with Colonel Campbell, and 
ſilenced their fire; and, when joined by the ſecond battalion of 
grenadiers, took B of Montigne, where he was reinforead 


by two companies of grenadiers. The major general took poſt 
himſelf on Morne 3 and viſiting Colonel Campbell's columns 


found he had been attacked at half paſt nine o'clock in the morn- 


ing, and the enemy being within twenty yards of the fortieth 
light company, at the head of which he was, had charged them 
with bayonets, when, to the great grief of the whole army, he 
fell by a ball through his head from the muſket; of a mulatta, who 
had concealed himſelf behind a buſh till the Colonel came cloſe

tlatotime: but in the evening of the ſame day the General ob- 
fe bed hodies of the enemy moving towards his front at _ 
Rouge hd forming under a ſmall redoubt near that poſt. 
thiviy<third,” thirty-fourth, and forty-fourth companies of gronas: 
diers, with a field piece, and Captain Whitworth of the artillery 
(the whole under the command of Major Forbes), were ordered 
to advance, when a ſmart engagement commenced. The enemy 
were wergicovered by à briſk fire from two field; pieces on Morne Bell- 
ieu, a ſtrongly fituated battery immediately in hehe: rear. The 
action continued for about half an hour, when the enemy gave 
way, and during the night abandoned the fort, leaving two field 
pieces behind them. From the number of graves obſerved the 
following day (corroborated by the accounts of ſome priſoners), 
their loſs muſt have been conſiderable; ours conſiſted of ne 
officer (Lieutenant Keating of the thirty- third regiment) and two 
privates wounded, and one private killed. —At- two o'clock the 
following morning the ſixteenth, ' thirty-fifth, and fifty-fifth eom- 
panies of grenadiers were ordered to advance and ſtorm the: bat- 
. tery upon Morne Bellvieu, and were to be ſupported (if neceſlary) 
— O— lr nn companies. All theinflintswere taken 
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out, the bayonet alone to be the ſoldier's defence. However, the 
enemy had been ſo roughly handled the day before, that they 
thought fit to decamp during the night, and our troops took poſ- 
ſeſſion of the fort without any oppoſition. Our army had now 
arrived within two leagues of St. Pierre, from whence by day-break 
the enemy ſent a flag of truce, requiring three days to conſider of 
a capitulation; to which General Dundas returned an anſwer, that 
inſtead of three days, he would allow them only three hours; and 
if may did not ſurrender within that time, he would advance 
againſt, the town. The fifty-fifth company. of grenadiers being 
leſt in in poſſeſſion of Bellvieu, the remainder of the battalion moved 
on towards St. Pierre. In the mean time the Admiral, Sir John 
Jervis, to co-operate with the land forces under General Dundas, 
had ordered the following ſhips to fail for the bay of St. Pierre, 
the Aſia, Veteran, Santa Margarita, Blonde, Rattleſnake, Zebra, 
and Nautilus, with the Veſuvius bomb. On board of this fleet 
Colonel Symes had embarked with three light companies, and 
Major Maitland with a detachment of the fiftieth regiment; Co- 
lonel Myers with five companies of the firſt battalion of grena- 
diers, and five companies of the third battalion of light infantry, : 
(for the ſame purpoſe of co-operating with General * had 
marched from Camp la Coſte towards 'Trinite. = 
The fleet on their arrival in the bay prepared for Ant ope- 
ration. Colonel Symes, with the troops and ſeamen who were to 
land with him, had, previous to their entering the bay, embarked 
on board of the Zebra and Nautilus ſloops, and ſome other veſ- 
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ſels, which, being ſmall, could get nearer the ſhore, thereby 
rendering the debarkation of the troops much leſs difficult. | 
In the evening of Feb. 16th they began to work towards the 
north part of the bay, beyond the Jeſuits' College, the other men 
of war ſtanding towards the town to cover them. About eleven 
o'clock the veſſels with troops and ſeamen on board were under a 
croſs fire from two batteries of red hot ſhot, which happily did 
them no damage, though they fell round and near them. Cap- 
tain Harvey in the Santa Margarita, perceiving the troops were 
likely to be much annoyed, went cloſe under the guns of the moſt 
conſiderable of the two batteries, which he ſilenced; and about 
four in the morning of the 1 7th the troops and ſeamen made good 
their landing, and found that the enemy had left the other bat 
tery. During the night the Veſuvius bomb did much execution 
with her ſhells, many of them falling in the town, to which it ſet 
fire i in ſome places: the fire however was ſoon extinguiſhed. The 
batteries in the town and on the adjacent hills kept up a conſtant 
fire of ſhot and ſhells on the men of war, as they advanced to- 


wards the town, which was returned with great ſpirit. The Santa . 


Margarita was ſtruck with a ſhell, which fortunately neither fired 
her, nor did any conſiderable damage. Colonel Symes on land- 
ing advanced with the troops towards St. Pierre, which the enemy 
evacuated on his approach, leaving their guns primed and loaded, 
and their colours flying, which were hauled down by our people, 
and the Britiſh union hoiſted. About ten the whole of. the troops 
and ſeamen had marched into the town. No man was ſuffered 
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to quit his ranks, nor was the leaſt injury done to any of the in- 


habitants, who, with the women and children, ſat at their doors 
and windows to ſee our army march in, the ſame as when troops 


paſs through a town in England. While our men were drawn up 


in the market place, a flag of truce came in from General Dun- 
das, who with his army was on the hills near the town, and was 
on his march to attack it. This flag was in anſwer to one ſent. by 


the enemy to him, offering to capitulate. The officer who brought 


the flag was agreeably ſurpriſed to find on his entering the town 


that it was already in the poſſeſſion of his countrymen. In the 


evening General Dundas with the army marched in; and having 


taken poſſeſſion of the government-houſe, he inſtantly eſtabliſhed 


quiet and good order in the town. As our troops marched into 
St. Pierre a drummer was diſcovered in the act of plundering one 
of the peaceable inhabitants, for which he was inſtantly hung up 
at the gate of the Jeſuits' College, by order of the provoſt mar- 
ſhal. In the evening the. ſeamen embarked on board their reſpec- 
tive ſhips. The men of war having anchored in the bay, were 

bufily employed in taking an account of and unbending the ſails 
of the different ſhips in the harbour. Unfortunately at day-break 
of this morning, when the town ſurrendered, a ſchooner got out 
of the ſouth fide of the bay, in which it was reported there was 


a conſiderable quantity of money and ſome people of diſtinction. 


She paſſed within gun-ſhot of the Santa Margarita, who (for ſome 


reaſon or other) did not fire at her to bring her to. The next 


morning the Santa Margarita ſailed to Fort Royal bay with Monſ. 
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Au Cane*, the. mayor of St. Pierre, and Abbe Maurier, the vicar 
bee of the iſland, and other priſoners. | 
St. Pierre is a long handſome town, ſituated on the ſhore of 
an open bay, and flanked by a ſtrong battery at either end; alſo 
defended by two redoubts on the hills which overhang the town. 
The ſurrounding country riſes ; in a ſucceſſion of hills beautifully 
variegated with woods and ſugar plantations; and near the town 
are ſome fine gardens, which before the revolution had been kept 
up in a ſuperior ſtile of elegance and convenience. Each ſtreet 
of this beautiful town 1s watered by a clear fiream from the moun- 
tains, running rapidly down the middle, which adds greatly to 
the health as well as convenience of the place. The ſtreets in 
general are narrow and rough paved, but very regular; the houſes 
are built of a fine ſtone like free-ſtone, the lower apartments of 
which were in general handſomely, and ſometimes ſuperbly, fur- 
niſhed. . e 
I There are two convents of nuns, one dedicated to St. Ur- 
ſuline, the other called Les Blancs. The Urſuline convent has 
very beautiful gardens, ſituated at the declivity of a hill, which 
riſes immediately behind the town: it was in a wretched ſtate 
when we took it, the poor nuns having been deprived of their re- 
venues by the revolutioniſts. Near this convent is a neat church, 


? On our firſt arrival at the e ifand of Martinique, the Commanders in Chief f diſpatched Captain Maſon (aid 


de camp to the General) bearing a flag of truce, with a ſummons to the 'St. Pierre. Au Cane, the 
mayor, met him on the quay on horſeback, attended by a numerous body of armed men, 'with a field piece, 


&c. and inſtead of reading the letter and ſummons, diſmiſſed him rudely with threats. 
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feſſed. 


At the northern extremity of St. Pierre i is a ſpacious band: 
ſome houſe, with good offices, fables, and gardens, which for- 
merly belonged to the Jeſuits, in whoſe diſtrict the town and 
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whoſe high altar, as well as pavement, is of good marble. Not 
far from the church is the opera houſe, which, from its high roof, 


is a very conſpicuous object. Towards the ſouth end of the town 
is the church of Notre Dame de bon Porte du Mouillage (of 


which Pere Maunier, one of the chiefs of the revolution, was 


curé). It is a handſome building: round the grand altar (which 


is of poliſhed and well ſculptured marble) are ſeveral tolerable 


paintings of faints and the Virgin Mary, as large as life. Over 


the bridge, at the north end of the town, is another large church, 


and ſeveral others, ſmall and mean in their outward appearance 


and inſide decorations. I was informed that moſt of theſe 


_ churches were well endowed before the revolution, and the re- 


ligious houſes were amply provided for, as 1s the caſe in all parts 
of the new world where the Roman Catholic religion is * 


— 


ſurrounding country is ſituated. The Capuchins and Dominicans 
had the two other parts of the iſland.— The government-houſe, 


which on our. taking it was inhabited by Au Cane, the mayor, 


1s conveniently ſituated near the centre of the town, and was 


formed for the reſidence of the chief magiſtrate or governor of 
the iſland. The rooms are large and lofty, and there is a good 
garden at the back of the houſe, in which, amongſt a variety of 
fruit trees, was a fine bread · fruit tree: how it came there, I could 
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not learn, unleſs ſome French ſhips had paid a viſit to the iſlands 
in the South Sea, for the ſame purpoſe that our ſhips of late have 
made that voyage; but then I think more of the trees would have 
been ſeen in this and the neighbouring French iſlands.— Towards 
the ſouthern end of the town is a large and commodious hoſpital, 
which had good revenues attachell to it, and was well regulated 
and attended. This we found of infinite uſe for our ſick and 
wounded, who were far better provided for here than they could. 
be in the hoſpital ſhips, or with the army. -

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poſſible to end any ſpot that may not be commanded by 1 


neighbouring height, unleſs on the tops of the mountains: where 
it would be difficult to procure water and proviſions ſuthqiens for 
the ſubſiſtence of an army during a ſiege of any length. The town 


of Fort Royal 1 is ſituated on a flat and ſwampy ground, at the, fogt 


of the hill on which is Fort Bourbon; and Fort Louis, the ancient 


ſtrong- hold of this iſland, is on a neck of land running into the 
ſea, and forms one ſide of the Carenage, an excellent harbaur for 


ſhipping of all kinds.—The Admiral, from the day he anchored 


in Fort Royal Bay, began a heavy cannonade on Fort Louis. The 


| Veſuvius bomb, commanded by Captain Sawyer, and under the 


direction of Captain Suckling of the artillery, threw ſhells into the 


fort from an eighteen-inch and twelve-inch mortar with great ef- 


fect; and as ſoon as the evening ſhut in, the gun-boats, attended 


by ſeveral row-boats from the ſhips in the fleet (to aſſiſt in caſe of | 
their being ſunk by the enemy's ſhot) moved towards the mouth 
of the Carnage, and commenced a briſk fire on the fort, which 
was generally returned with equal ſpirit; but, from the ſmallneſs 
of the object, and frequently ſhifting their ſituation, they were 


leſs often hit than could have been expected, conſidering that 


they conſtantly were within the range of grape- ſhot, which fell in 
ſhowers round them. Towards day-break they returned to their 


reſpective ſhips. —In the night of February 15th, the ſecond and 


third companies of ſeamen, under the command of Lieutenants 


Miln and Ogle, left the Boyne; and, with other ſeamen from the 


fleet, the whole under command of Captain Rogers of the Quebec, 
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landed at Cas Navire, and (occupying the poſts that the troops 
under Colonel Myers had that day quitted, to aſſiſt in the attack 
on St. Pierre) formed a camp near Point Negro.—Our ſhipping 
having now, by the capture of Pigeon Iſland, free ingreſs to Fort 
Royal bay, moſt of the tranſports and ftore-ſhips, under. convoy 
of his majeſty's ſhips Santa Margarita, Solebay, N autilus, &c. got 
up into the Cul de ſac de Cohée, an harbour at the north-eaſt 


end of the bay, from whence they had a communication with 


the army under Sir Charles Grey, and where they built a wharf 


to land proviſions and ſtores; and a chain of poſts was eſtabliſhed 


from thence to the heights of Bruno, on which duty the fifteenth 
and twentieth regiments were employed. On F ebruary 18th in 
the morning, General Bellgarde moved with nearly his whole force 
from his camp on the heights of Sourier, to attack the landing- 


place i in the Cul de fac de Coh6e, and by that means to cut off 


the communication between the army and the fleet. Sir Charles 


Grey, with that quickneſs of perception that has rendered him ſo 


often uſeful to his country, inftantly perceived his deſign, and 


without loſs of time ordered the grenadiers, under the command. 


of Colonel Buckridge, and the light infantry, under that of Colo: 
nel Coote, to advance with the utmoſt expedition, and attack 
Monſ. Bellgarde's camp at Sourier; and detached a ſtrong corps 
from the heights of Bruno to ſupport them. They began their 
attack on the enemy in the wood; and having driven them from 
thence, began to mount the rugged and almoſt inacceſſible ſides 


of the hill on which Sourier Was ſituated. The troops gallantly 
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forced their way through every obſtruction, and mounted the 
heights under a heavy fire from the retreating enemy, whom they 
fairly drove up the precipice, and gained the heights, where they 
found an excellent dinner (provided for Bellgarde and his people) 
to refreſh them after their fatigue. Our loſs in this affair was by 
no means ſo great as might have been expected, conſidering the 
length of ground, and the many diſadvantages under which our 
troops engaged. While this was doing, General Sir Charles Grey 
cannonaded Bellgarde from the camp at Bruno, whoſe troops ſoon 
retired in confuſion to their late camp at Sourier, which they 
found occupied by the Britiſh grenadiers, who turned their own 
guns. on them (conſiſting of three braſs field pieces), and drove 
them in confuſion under the walls of Fort Bourbon. Our ſoldiers 
could not now be reſtrained, but with an impetuoſity that General 
Preſcott could not for the moment prevent, advanced fo near 
the fort, that the enemy opening a heavy fire of grape ſhot on 
them, obliged them at length to retire with ſome loſs to their 
new acquiſition on Sourier, a poſt which Sir Charles Grey had 
intended to have attacked the following day, as being abſolutely 
neceſſary to enable him to carry on his plan of attack againſt Fort 
Bourbon, and which the temerity of Bellgarde had thus put into 
his hands a day ſooner. —The whole buſineſs of this action was 
conducted in ſuch a manner, that each individual concerned par- 
Ls 1 to the beſt account I could collect, ten killed and forty-fou wounded.—T muſt here beg the 
reader will pardon the inaccuracy of my account of the killed and wounded in this and the other aQions that 


took place. Though I have made every poſſible inquiry, I have not been able to meet with the regular: re- 
turns, which muſt have been given in to the adjutant general's office at Martinique. 
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took of the glory of it; and when conſidered as to its utility, it 
was perhaps one of the moſt fortunate, as well as the beſt con- 
ducted, enterpriſes that happened throughout the campaign. The 
day after this event General Rochambeau, who commanded in 
Fort Bourbon, ſent an aid de camp on Board the Boyne, who 
went thence with Captain Grey to the Commander in Chief at 
head quarters. The terms of capitulation that he brought were, 
that the whole iſland ſhould be delivered to the Engliſh on con- 
dition that, in caſe Louis the Seventeenth ſhould ever come to 


the throne, it ſhould be reſtored to him; ; if not, and the republic 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed, it ſhould be given up to that government, 


The Commander in Chief returned for anſwer, * that he came ex- 
preſsly to take this iſland for his Britannic Majeſty; and that he | 
6 « hoped to take all the French iſlands in this quarter on the ſame 
account. '—The troops now pitched their tents, and formed their 


camp on Sourier. General Preſcott's quarters were in this camp, 


where he commanded; and Sir Charles Grey eſtabliſhed his head 
quarters at a ſmall diſtance i in the rear.— General Dundas having 
arranged every thing relative to the government of St. Pierre, left 
Colonel Myers of the fifteenth regiment with the battalions of the 


| fifty-eighth and fixty- fifth regiments to garriſon that town, and 
on February 20th embarked with the grenadiers on board the 


Veteran for Fort Royal Bay. The morning following they diſ- 
embarked in the Cul de ſac de Cohde, and marched directly. to 
head quarters at Sourier, where they pitched their tents, and with 
regret parted from General Dundas, their commander hitherto, 


— 
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who went to a la Coſte to take the command of the light in- 
fantry. — The artillery, artificers, and engineers, were no buſily 
employed in landing ſtores and ammunition preparatory to the 5 
formation of the batteries neceſſary for the ſiege; in which buſi- : 
neſs they received great aſſiſtance from a body of ſeamen landed: 
for that purpoſe: three hundred of theſe brave fellows were 
landed at the wharf in the Cul de fac Cohée from his majeſty's 
ſhips Santa Margarita, Captain Harvey, - with his Lieutenants 
Woolley and Harriſon; the Solebay, Captain Kelly, with Lieu- 
_ tenants Carthew and Schomberg; and Nautilus ſloop; Captain i 
Carpenter; ; with Lieutenant Behfet; Lieutenant Collins, and a 
party of marines, 'from the Santa Margarita. They inſtantly be- 
gan to proceed with a twenty-four pounder and two ſix pound- 
ers“ towards Sourier. They halted with the twenty-four pounder 
that evening on the fide of the road between Fort Royal and the. 
town of Lamantin, as they were obliged to cut a road through a 
thick wood for nearly a mile. The next day they completed the 
road, and alſo made a ſort of bridge, or rather paſſage, acroſs a 
river, which at times was of conſiderable depth, though fortu- 
nately there was now only four feet water in'it. This they ef- 
feed by filling it up with large ſtones and branches of trees, and 
then they proceeded with the twenty-four pounder and two eight- 
inch howitzers, which they left that night in charge of a piquet 
n the : poſt above mentioned. 'On the third day they, to the :

thab runs by Dillon's plantation, and making it fordable, by re- 


moving immenſe ſtones and fragments of rock. On the fourth 


day (notwithſtanding they were obliged to employ a conſiderable 


party in making the road more complete) they got the two how- 
itzers above mentioned, and two more twenty-four pounders, to 


the cheiphts of Sourier. The diſtance from the wharf to thoſe | 


< " heights is near five miles; and when we conſider that the road 


was to be formed for near four miles of the way, one of which 


was through a very thick wood, and that, as they approached 


the heights of Sourier, for near a mile the road was-ſo ſteep, that a 


loaded mule could not walk directly up it, it ſeems ſcarce credible 
that ſo ſmall a number as three hundred men ſhould be able to 
have undergone ſuch ſevere fatigue, conſidering the climate and 
the nature of the ſoil, which was a very ſtiff clay, intermixed with 
large rock ſtones. A few days after, a reinforcement of ſeamen 


was landed from the Veteran, Captain Nugent, with Lieutenants 


Leaf and Whitlock, and the Winchelſea, Lord Viſcount Garlies, 
with his Lieutenants Dixon and Watſon; alſo Lieutenant Tremi- 
nere of the marines, with a ſergeant's party. They took poſt by 


the fide of the road leading from Lamantin to Fort Royal, where 
the firſt twenty-four pounder was halted. —The firſt party of ſea- 


men took poſt on the banks of the river running paſt Dillon's 
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plantation, at the foot of the heights of Sourier. But the Vete- 
ran being wanted for other ſervice, in the courſe of the week one 
hundred and fifty men were reimbarked on board her, and the 
Winchelſea's crew joined the former party. The compliments 
paid the ſeamen in general orders for their ſpirited conduct, is a 
, convincing proof that they never once relaxed from their firſt ex- 
ertions from the beginning of the ſiege to the ſurrender of Fort 
Bourbon, a period of five weeks. Indeed their aſtoniſhing exer- 
tions were almoſt beyond probability: after rain (which in this 
climate is frequent) the ſteep parts of the road were ſo ſlippery, 
that a man even with the greateſt care would frequently ſlip back 
ten and ſometimes twenty teet at a time: but ſo determined were 
the honeſt tars not to fail 1 in what they undertook, that when 
once they ſet out with their gun after a heavy rain, and they 
found it impoſſible to keep their feet, they have crawied up as 
they dragged the twenty-four pounder, and kept themſelves from 
ſliding back by ſticking their fingers in the ground. But among 
the many compliments paid the ſeamen, none pleaſed them fo 
much as having a battery appointed ſolely for them , where they 
uſed to relieve one another by turns, without even an additional 
al lowance of grog as an encouragement.” Sir Charles Grey paid 


t One day, when the Commander in Chief met them on the road, they (being ignorant that a battery 

was appointed for them to ſerve in) ſurrounded the General, and offered him their ſervices, ſwearing they 

thought it d hard to have all work and no fighting; and hoped his Honour would let them have ſome 

ſhare in it. The General, with that kindneſs which won the hearts of all that had the happineſs to ſerve 

under him, ſaid, Well, my lads, you ſhall have a battery to yourſelves.” On which, having ſaluted him 
with three hearty cheers, the honeſt fellows went readily to their work again. 
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the higheſt compliments to the zeal and ability with which the 
Admiral ſeconded all his plans. Indeed there never was an in- 
ſtance in which two commanders carried on a buſineſs of ſuch 
importance ſo unalloyed by the leaſt difference in opinion, or 
jealouſy of command: each ſtrove to prove his readineſs to aſſiſt 
his friend and colleague; of courſe every thing ſucceeded, and was 
carried on with a promptneſs of execution that ſeldom has been 
equalled, never exceeded. ;

From the 20th of February Forts Beurbon and Louis, with the 
town of Fort Royal, were completely inveſted, and the General . 
was buſily employed in erecting batteries on his firſt parallel. 
On the north-eaſt ſide the army under General Preſcott broke 
ground on the a th of February, and on the weſt fide to- 
wards La Coſte (where Sir Charles Gordon commanded, Prince 


| n not having as yet 1 from Canada) faſcine batte- 
i 1 
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ries for mortars and cannon were erecting with every poſſible 
expedition. In this buſineſs the ſeamen, who formed a camp at 
Point Negro under Captain Joſias Rogers of the Quebec, emi- 
nently diſtinguiſhed themſelves; and though the roads were not 
quite ſo bad as on the Sourier fide, yet they had many ſevere dif- 
ficulties to encounter, that rendered dragging the mortars and 
heavy ordnance to the batteries fatiguing and hazardous in a great 
degree. Part of the way which they were obliged to go was in 
_ fight of Fort Bourbon; ſoon after which they deſcended into a 
hollow way or ravine, where a rivulet invited them to refreſh 
themſelves, and it was with difficulty their officers could prevent 
them from ſlaking their thirſt at this ſtream, which croſſed them 
at a time when the fatigue and heat they ſuſtained rendered the 
_ temptation almoſt irreſiſtible, eſpecially to men fearleſs of danger, 
and thoughtleſs to a proverb. No ſooner did they begin to de- 
ſcend into this ravine, than the enemy threw their ſhells with 
ſuch judgment, that they frequently fell at the moment our peo- 
ple were paſſing the rivulet. It was in the afternoon of the 22d 
of February that Lieutenant James Miln of the Boyne was pro- 
ceeding with his company of ſeamen to relieve thoſe who had 
been the fore- part of the day at work on one of the advanced 
batteries, and having been obſerved on his march by the enemy 
in Fort Bourbon, they as uſual began to fire their mortars into 
the ravine; Mr. Miln, who, added to the greateſt courage, poſ- 
ſeſſed much prudence, was hurrying his men through this. dan- 
gerous paſs, and was in the act of calling to two men who were. 
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trinking at the denkt (the reſt of his company having paſſed on), 
when a ſhell burſt near him, carried off one of his legs, and ſhat- 
tered the other in a dreadful manner. At the ſame time one of 
the men, who had loitered, loſt a leg. In this dreadful ſituation 
he was carried two miles to Sir Charles Gordon's camp, before 
his wounds could be bound up, and from thence to his own 
quarters at Point Negro, where he ſuffered amputation of one 
leg. The next day the ſurgeon general of the navy went to him 
from the Boyne, and finding his ſituation dangerous 1 in the ex- 
treme, having no better place than the ground, in an open ſugar- | 
houſe, part of which was the head quarters of the naval officers, 
and being within range of the enemy's guns, which frequently 
| threw their ſhot and ſhells over him, he was conveyed to the 
royal hoſpital at St. Pierre; but from the loſs of blood he had 
ſuſtained, and the nature of the climate, he was ſeized with the 
lock jaw, of which he died on Sunday the gth of March, and: the 
next day was buried in the garden of the hofpital with the ho- 
nours of war, together with Lieutenants Spencer and Roſehill* of 
the Beaulieu, and Lieutenant Smith of the fiſty-eighth regiment. 
The burial ſervice was performed by the Chaplain” of the Boyne, 
and attended by Colonel Myers, commandant of St. Pierre, Cap- 
tain Saliſbury of the Beaulieu, and the other naval and military 
officers, and the e principal Aug. moto who were in that

Bellgarde found it in vain to emp any thing Aan, after 
| bis laſt ſhameful defeat; and being with his black army ſhut out | 
of Fort Bourbon by General Rochambeau (who, when he retreated 
after the loſs of his camp on Sourier under cover of the fire of 
that fort, ſhut the gates againſt him), he now determined to make 
the beſt bargain he could for himſelf; and accordingly on the 
25th of February ſent a meſſage to Sir Charles Grey, offering to 
give up his army, on condition that himſelf, and certain others 
that he named, ſhould be permitted to go to America; which 
requeſt the Commander in Chief complied with; and on the 4th 
of March, Bellgarde, with his ſecretary, a white man, by whoſe - 
- councils he had always been guided, and eight people of colour, 
As it was my lot to be much in the ſociety of this excellent young man; having from the time we 
arrived in the Weſt Indies enjoyed his friendſhip, and on ſeveral occaſions accompanied him on ſervice, after- 
wards attending him from the camp at Point Negro to the hoſpital at St. Pierre, and remaining with him at 
intervals till the time of his death: theſe circumſtances will, I truſt, plead my excuſe for detaining the reader 
from more important events of the campaign while I pay the tribute of reſpe& to the memory of my gallant 
but ill-fated friend. Mr. James Miln was a native of Arbroath in Scotland, and after ſerving for near thir- 
teen years with credit in the navy, was promoted to a lieutenancy on board the Blanche frigate by Admiral | 
Sir John Laforey, and was afterwards taken on board the Boyne as fifth lieutenant by Sir John Jervis on his 
arrival at Barbadoes. His general good conduct as a man and officer ſoon attracted the notice of the naval 
Commander in Chief (than whom no man is more quick ſighted to diſcern merit, and happy to reward it). 
Buy him no doubt he would have been much employed on the moſt aQtive ſervice, had not that melancholy 
event taken place, which deprived the ſervice of a good and brave officer, and left me only. the ſad taſk of 


deploring, while I commemorate the death of a friend, from the excellency of whoſe heart and underſtand- 
ing I was in hopes of reaping future entertainment and improvement.

On Tueſday t the 4th of March his Royal Highnef Prince Ed- 
ward arrived at this iſland, and was received with a royal ſalute 
from the flect.

Coſte, which had hitherto been under the direction of Sir Charles 
| Gordon”. Intelligence having reached the Commander 1 in Chief 
that a number of brigands, compoſed of ſome runaways from 


Bellgarde s army, and other wretches, had committed many de- 


predations and murders, pillaging and burning houſes and villages 


in ſeveral parts of the iſland; he diſ patched a detachment of the 
fifteenth regiment, commanded by Lord Sinclair, with a party of 


the Prince of Wales's light dragoons, commanded by Lieut. Shad- 
well, and conducted by Captain Cunningham (one of his Excellen- 
cy's aid de camps), who ſurpriſed one hundred and fifty of theſe 
people in the act of burning and plundering the village of Fran- 


_ cois*, At the firſt charge the enemy Were routed, thirty-ſix of 


them, with their chief (who was cut down by a dragoon), were 
killed, and four taken priſoners, who were inſtantly hung up, to 


* Since writing 4 this, news has arived from the Weſt Indies of the capture of a ſhip belonging to 
Victor Hughes (the preſent republican tyrant of Guadaloupe) loaded with wealth amaſſed by this plunderer 
to the amount of half a million ſterling.

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deter others from fuch 1 amt acts as had been committed by 
| theſe miſcreants. Avery preparation was now made for opening 
our batteries againſt Fort Bourbon, which were conſtructed only 
about eight hundred paces from the fort, and about ſix hundred 
in front of our own lines. Theſe batteries would have been 
eonſtructed much ſooner, but, owing to the heavy rains that fell 
almoſt conſtantly, and which, at this ſeaſon: of the year, were un- 
uſual, the works had been greatly retarded, and the difficulties 
encreaſed. » On the morning of the 6th of March, every thing 
being ready for a heavy cannonade, Sir Charles Grey ſent a flag 
of truce with a ſummons to the garriſon to ſurrender, which was 
refuſed by General Rochambeau. Acoordingly, at day- break on 
the 7th (the gun - boats having as uſual attacked Fort Louis dur- 
ing the night) mortars, howitzers, and great guns, opened from 
five batteries at the ſame inſtant, keeping up an inceſſant fire on 
the fort and advanced redoubt the whole of that day and the 
night, from each of which it was returned with equal fury. All 
the following day the ſame ſpirited attack and defence was con- 
tinued. On the gth the enemy made a ſortie fron the fort, and 
attacked the advanced picquet from the camp at La Coſte, com- 
poſed of part of the third battalion of light infantry, and ſome 
 failors under command of Captain Faulknor of the Zebra. After 
an engagement of ſome length the enemy gave way, and were 
imprudently followed by our troops under the guns of the fort; 
by this exceſs of ardour we loſt ſome men, while the enemy fſuf- 
fered but little. The gun- boats and Veſuvius now * up a 
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conſtant fire from Fort Royal Bay: in the former two ſeamen 


were killed by grape, and part of the head of the bomb ketch 


was ſhot away. On the 13th a melancholy accident oceurred in 


one of our batteries, which was formed and manned entirely by 


ſeamen. Captain Faulknor of the Zebra, who commanded. in it; 
being provoked by the interference of an officer of artillery in the 


works which one of the ſeamen of the Aſia was employed in, and 

the failor not obeying him with alacrity, was provoked. to ſtrike 
him with his ſword, which unfortunately wounded him mortall Fo. 
and he died in a few minutes. Captain Faulknor was acquitted ; 


by the court martial that was inſtantly ſummoned by the Admiral 
to inveſtigate the matter; and the circumſtance of its happening 


in the heat of action, when the leaſt diſobedience of orders .in- 


volves the moſt fatal conſequences, as well, as that it appeared there 
was no premeditated intention of killing the unfortunate man, 


but was a blow given from the impulſe of momentary paſſion; 
the ſentence was confirmed and approved. From this time the 
ſiege was carried on with unremitted exertion by night and day; 


| ſhot and ſhells were conſtantly flyin g, and new batteries daily con- 


ſtructed; ſo that our advanced batteries were at length brought 


within five hundred yards of the fort, and not more than two hun- 


dred from the redoubt: the latter indeed was ſo battered, that it 


might with eaſe have been ſtormed; but the General knew that 
a mine which communicated from the fort would involve in cer- 


tain deſtruction all who attempted ſo deſperate an action; and 
therefore preferred the more ſure means of ſuccels, by regular: 
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and methodical approaches. On Monday the 17th of March' two 
new batteries opened on Fort Louis from Point Carriere, a neck 15 
of land that forms the ſouth-weſt fide of the Carẽnage, and not 
more than two hundred yards acroſs the mouth of that harbour to 
the walls of the fort; one of theſe was commanded by Captain 
Riou* of the Roſe. he French had à fine frigate called the 
Bienvenu, which was anchored in the centre of the Carenage, on 
board of which it was reported a number of Engliſh priſoners were 
confined, and were conſequently expoſed to the fire of our bat- 
teries. Lieut. Bowen of the Boyne formed a refolution to extricate 
his countrymen from their perilous ſituation; and having obtained 
the Admiral's permiſſion, and approbation of his plan, at noon. 
he boldly puſhed into the harbour from Point Carriere, where he 
had collected his boats deſtined for the enterpriſe, well manned 
by tried and determined ſeamen. The inſtant he appeared round. 
the point, the enemy prepared to give him a warm reception. 
| The walls of Fort Louis were covered in an inſtant, with troops, 
which kept up an inceſſant fire of muſquetry on him; at the ſame 
time the frigate endeavoured to keep him off, by plying both her 
great guns and ſmall arms; but at length, intimidated by the 
| boldneſs of the attempt, they fled from their quarters, and Mr. 
Bowen at the head of his men boarded the frigate, and took the 

captain, officers, and crew of her priſoners without reſiſtance. 
All this time the enemy in the fort continued to pour vollies of

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grape and. mulkatiy on the frigate, which was: en with great 
ſpirit by the Britiſh. ſeamen, who now turned their own guns 
upon them, and would have brought her out of the harbour, but 
the ſails being all unbent, it was impoſſible in ſuch a ſituation to 
bend them: the tri- coloured flag, which was faſtened to the gaff 
of the mizen, they were not able to ſtrike, though a ſailor had 
the audacity to go aloft for that purpoſe, ſcorning the muſketry 
of the enemy. Mr. Bowen, ſeeing no chance of getting the ſhip 
'out of the harbour, and finding that the Engliſh priſoners were 
in another veſſel further up, from whence it was rendered impol- 
ſible to releaſe them, contented himſelf with ſecuring the officers 
and crew of the frigate, whom he brought off, in ſpite of every 
effort made by the republicans to prevent him. As the bullets 
were flying thick around him, he ſuffered the Frenchmen to lie 
down in the bottom of the boats, that they might not be killed 
by: their own countrymen; a very different conduct from what 
they had obſerved to our people were in the ſame ſituation", . 
In this buſineſs: he loſt only three men killed, and four or five 
wounded. The ſucceſs of this enterpriſe gave the Commanders 
in Chief confidence, that a ſpirited attack by land and ſea on Fort 
Louis would ſucceed. Accordingly the Admiral ordered a num- 
ber of bamboos of thirty feet long to be cut and made into ſcal- 
ing ladders, connected with ſtrong line. The gun-boats and row- 
boats were collected in the bay round the Point Carriere, and the 
failors camp. at Point Ne egro, with Prince Edward' s camp at Ia 
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Coſte and Cas Navire, held. themſelves in readineſs to co-operate 
in the grand attack. The navy to be employed in this buſineſs 
| was under the immediate direction of Commodore Thompſon. 
=_ On Thurſday the 2oth of March, before day-break, the third bat- 
-. talion of grenadiers, commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Buck- 
ridge, and the firſt battalion of light infantry, commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonel Coote, marched by the hill on which Fort 
0 Bourbon is ſituated from the camp on Sourier, unperceived by 
the enemy, and took a poſition that gave them the command of 
| the bridge that connected the town 'of Fort Royal to the road 
| MEL leading up to that. fort, the batteries on the ſecond parallel being 
| e ready, thoſe on Morne T ortenſon and Point Carriere kept up a 

= well-directed and heavy fire on Fort Louis, and all the other bat- 
E teries cannonaded Fort Bourbon during the whole of the day and 
| night of the 19th inſtant, and on the morning alſo, till about 
| ten o'clock, when the Afia of 64 guns, Captain Browne, and 
the Zebra ſloop of 16 guns, Captain R. Faulknor, got under way. 
The Zebra led in towards the mouth of the harbour, receiving the 
fire of grape and round, without returning a ſhot: the Aſia had 

got within the range of grape ſhot, when, to the ſurpriſe of every 
body, ſhe wore and made ſail from the fort. The Admiral, Sir 

John Jervis, had previouſly made the fignal for the reſt of the 

fleet to be ready to ſecond the attempt of theſe two ſhips, by 


looſing the topſails of the Boyn ©, and lying at fin gle anchor ready

George Grey of the Boyne to take the command of the Afia, and 
if he could not get in, to run her aground under the walls of the 
fort. Captain Grey ſoon returned, and brought the pleaſing in- 


- telligence that not a man was hurt on board of the Aſia. She 
then ſtood in again, and again put about, when near the mouth 


of the harbour, and failed from it. Captain Faulknor, ſeeing that 


he ſtood no chance of being ſeconded by the Aſia, and being all 


this time under a dreadful fire from Fort Louis, boldly puſhed in 
towards that fort, {till reſerving his fire till he came cloſe to the 
walls s of it; and then running his ſhip aground, plying his ſmall 
arms and great guns, he drove the enemy from thence, and 
leaping into a boat, ſcaled the ramparts. Seeing the Zebra go 
in, all the boats with ſcaling ladders, attended by the gun-boats, 


ſeemed to fly towards the ſcene of action. Thoſe from Point Car- 


riere mounted the walls near where Captain Faulknor had ſo o gal-

the firſt battalion of grenadiers,” under Lieutenant Colonel Ste- 
and third light infantry, under.

3 Prince Edward's camp at La Coſte.— While this was doing; 
Lieutenant Colonel Coote kept up a heavy fire of muſketry on 
the bridge and road, over which the enemy were retreating to 
throw themſelves into Fort Bourbon; and Captain de Revigne 
oO covering the attack of the infantry by a well- directed fire of ſome 
field pieces, the whole action was ſo eminently ſucceſsful in every. 
part, that it is hard to ſay where was the greateſt glory, every 
one performing the ſervice allotted to him in ſo excellent a man- 
ner. General Rochambeau, ſeeing that all reſiſtance would now 
be uſeleſs, Fort Royal, his grand depot of proviſions and ammu- 
nition, being loſt, ſent a flag to General Grey, offering terms 
of capitulation; and commiſſioners being named, who met at 
the houſe of Madame Dillon to arrange the preliminary articles of 
it, the terms were finally adjuſted and agreed to on the 22d 
inſtant; and the ratification thereof being ſigned by the Com- 
manders in Chief on both ſides, on the 23d following, at four 
o'clock in the afternoon, his Royal Highneſs Major General Prince 
Edward took poſſeſſion of both gates of the fort with the firſt 
and third battalions of grenadiers, and firſt and third light i in- 
fantry. On Tueſday the 25th of March, 1 794. the- garriſon 
marched out of Fort Bourbon, to the number of nine hundred 
men; and being allowed the honours of war for their gallant 965

don; with engineers under Colonel Dornford, and a detachment 
of Royal artillery, with ſome light ordnance, under Lieutenant 
Colonel Paterſon.— On the 31ſt the Admiral made the ſignal for 
the fleet to ſail by eleven A. M. and by half paſt nine the next 
morning was off the north part of the, iſland of St. Lucia, where 


he lay to for the reſt of the fleet that had fallen to leeward. Every 
thing having been previouſly arranged between the General and 
Admiral, they effected three different landings on the iſland with 
little reſiſtance, and no loſs. By half paſt one P. M. Major Ge- 


neral Dundas's diviſion, conſiſting of the third battalion of light 
infantry, under Lieutenant Colonel Cloſe, and conducted by 


Captains Kelly and Lord Garlies of the navy, made good their

landing at Ance du Cap, not far from Le Gros Iſlets; and the 
ſecond light infantry, under Lieutenant Colonel Blandell, con- 


ducted by Commodore Thompſon, at Ance du Chocque, who were 


ordered to join the firſt column, taking the enemy's batteries in 
reverſe, and to occupy a poſition for the purpoſe of inveſting the 
works'of Morne Fortune on the fide of the Carenage; all which, 
notwithſtanding a ſharp fire kept up by the enemy from ſeveral 
{mall batteries, was executed by General Dundas with his uſual 
ſpirit and abilities. As the Boyne and the reſt of the fleet paſſed | 


along the coaſt they received the fire of many ſmall forts and bat- 


teries, without returning it; and though conſiderably within the 
range of their ſhot, which patied over and through their ſails and

Lieutenant Smyth of the 7th regiment, his brigade major, to attack 
two batteries on the coaſt, which they found evacuated, with the 
tri- coloured flag ſtill flying; this they brought off with them, and 
ſpiked the guns. Sir Charles Grey, viſiting the Prince's quarters, 
found his men were halted in a very ſwampy and unhealthy place, 


and ordered them to change their ground, and move on to a houſe 


at the bottom of Morne Fortuné, which they performed that night 
without any loſs, though part of their road (near a mile in length) 


was expoſed to the fire of the fort on the Morne, as alſo of a little 


| two-gun battery on a point of land under the fort, which, as they 


paſſed the ravine at the head of the Grand Cul de Sac, Pre 
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upon them with round ſhot and grape: however, the diſtance was 
too great for any miſchief to happen from the latter. In their 
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march they had to paſs a ſwampy thicket of plantain trees, which 
concealed them from the view of the enemy, who nevertheleſs 


kept up a conſtant fire of random ſhot; and though the diſtance 
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was now very trifling, and the cannonade extremely heavy for a 
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long time, not a man was killed, and a few only ſlightly hurt by 
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the ſplinters of ſtones and rock which flew in great plenty round 
them..—Early in the morning of the 3d of April, Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Coote, with four light companies, ſtormed a redoubt and 
two batteries cloſe to the enemy's principal work on the Morne, 
and killed two officers and thirty men, made one priſoner (a ſur- 
geon), and liberated one Britiſh ſeaman from captivity: he then 
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ſpiked ſix pieces of cannon, and fell back to Morne Ferré, where 
he eſtabliſhed his quarters“. The Commander in Chief now de- 


termined to carry the works on Morne Fortune by aſſault, and 
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accordingly a plan was formed for a general attack to be made on 
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it the next morning by the troops which now inveſted it, aided 
by a party of ſeamen under command of Lord Garlies: but Ge- 


neral Ricard, perceiving the determined behaviour of our troops, 


prevented the plan being put in execution, by agreeing to terms 
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of capitulation, which had been offered by Sir Charles Grey, who

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whoſe timber the planters of Martinique and the neighbouring 
iſlands build their houſes and mills. The fuſtic and cocoa tree is 
found here alſo in great abundance. This iſland has frequently 
changed its maſters, being alternately poſſeſſed by the French and 
Engliſh: it has many good bays and harbours, and is well wa- 
tered by ſeveral fine clear rivers. Two of the mountains are faid 
to have been volcanos. Morne Fortune ! is a high hill which over- 
hangs Bafle Terre, the principal town of the iſland. On the ſum- 
mit of the Morne is a fortification, as yet unfiniſhed; by nature 
it is very ſtrong, but art has done little for it; for, when the out- 
works fall, the fort is incapable of withſtanding a ſiege. We found 
but little ammunition or military ſtores, and one {mall uncovered 
tank was the only reſervoir for water. Here is alſo a Pigeon 
Ifland, which is called by the French Gros Iſlet, and is fo ſtrongly 
fortified both by nature and art, that if it was well fupplied with 
proviſions and ſtores, would be capable of braving a very formi- 
dable attack. The bay of the Grand Cul de Sac is a fine harbour 
for ſhips of any ſize to ride in, during the hurricane months. 
Lieutenant D'Arcy Preſton, being promoted from a lieutenancy 
in the Boyne to the command of the Rattleſnake ſloop of war, 
failed for England this day, carrying Captain Maſon, one of the 
aid de camps of the Commander in Chief, and Captain Parker of 
the Blanche, with an account of the further ſucceſs of his Majeſ-

tive ſhips, and Sir Charles Grey with his ſuite being as uſual with 
the Admiral on board the Boyne, the whole fleet weighed and 


made fail from this iſland by eight in the morning of the 5th of 


April, and by nine at night they anchored in Fort Royal harbour, 
Martinique. Thus, in the ſhort period of ſomething more than 
two months, by the efforts of this army and navy, inconſiderable 


indeed in numbers, but united in an ardent defire to prove them- 
ſelves faithful to their country, and ſtrenuous to defend and pro- 


mote her welfare, and increaſe her conſequence, was the Britiſh

To provide for the future order and good government of their 


| conqueſts was now the taſk of Sir Charles Grey and his friend and 
colleague, Sir John Jervis; and as, in the attainment of them, their 


hearts and counſels were in uniſon, ſo in this moſt arduous buſi- 
neſs were their united exertions employed to eſtabliſh a ſyſtem of 
government for the conquered iflands, which might be equally ſer- 


viceable to their country, as conciliatory to the minds of the newly 
acquired ſubjects of it; but at a moment like this, when they 
were puſhing on from one field of conflict and glory to another, 


it was impoſſible to render any ſyſtem of government perfect; 
they therefore thought that the beſt mode would be to leave 
them a government which appeared to have been moſt deſired by 
the majority of the people, and which agreed better with our 


own forms than the wild confuſion of democratic and revolution- 
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ary power. Accordingly, they for the preſent left them in the 


exerciſe of their accuſtomed laws, ſuch as they had been at the 
happieſt period of their own government, and which appeared beſt 


calculated to forward a ſyſtem of confidence among their own or- 


der, and to prepare them for that form of government (we from 
experience know the bleſſings of, and) which unqueſtionably, on | 


the ſame experience, would become earneſtly deſired by all ranks 


of people. To further alſo the deſirable object of conciliating the 


minds of the conquered by an act of moderation and indulgence, 

the conduct of all civil affairs! was principally entruſted to thoſe 

whoſe influence in the colony pointed them out as proper to be 

confided in; and whilſt every tendency to licentiouſneſs would be a 
checked by the vigorous direction of General Preſcott under his 
military government, the former courts, for the adminiſtration of 
juſtice agreeable to the laws and cuſtoms before the revolution, 
were allowed to go on, that the affections and gratitude of his 
majeſty's new ſubjeAs might in the ſureſt manner be attached and 
ſecured. However an arrangement of officers, guided by the 
conſtitution of the other Britiſh colonies, was not neglected, -and 
accordingly ſeveral nominations were made and tranſmitted home 
for approval. St. Lucia was left 1 in the lame ſtate, as to its go- 


vernment, as Martinique. 


I The revenue department was however an exception to this arrangement of the civil departments, as the 


the purpoſe of trade could not of courſe be anſwered through the forms of a French cuſtom-houſe, or the 
revenue laws adhered to but by the eſtabliſhment of our own people to carry on that neceſſary branch. Thoſe 


places therefore in the diſtrict of the iſland of Martinique, which were immediately neceſlary to be filled, were 
attended to, and a liſt of them ſent home, that when his majeſty” s pleafure ſhould be made known with re- 


gard to the future civil government, they might be put in motion without any delay.

Ox Tueſday 1 the 8th of April, the fleet®, having the — 
in Chief on board, with the remainder of the forces which were 
not left to garriſon the two iſlands of Martinique and St. Lucia, 
weighed anchor by ſeven 0 clock-A. M. and failed from the bay 
of Fort Royal on an expedition againſt Guadaloupe (the troops 
having been previouſly ſhifted from the men of war to the tranſ- 
ports). The Admiral detached Captain Rogers in the Quebec 
frigate, Captain Faulknor i in the Blanche, Captain Incledon in the 
Ceres, and Captain Scott in the Roſe, to attack a cluſter of ſmall 


iſlands called the Saints, lying between Dominique and Guada-

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loupe, which they executed with much ſpirit and gallantry: hav- 
ing landed a party of their ſeamen and marines, they carried them 
without any loſs on their part, on the morning of the roth in- 
ſtant; and when the fleet arrived the ſame morning off the iſlands, 


they had the ſatisfaction of perceiving the union flag hoiſted on 


their two commanding batteries. Theſe iſlands are valued prin- 


cipally on account of a ſmall harbour, where a few ſhips of war 
may ride in ſafety during the hurricane months; and alſo that 
they overlook a good deal of the coaſt of Baſſe Terre. About 
noon on the Toth of April the Boyne and Veteran anchored in 


the bay of Point à Pitre, off the village of Grozier, and ſome 
more of the fleet in the courſe of the afternoon; but a freſh wind 


and lee current prevented moſt of the tranſports from getting in 
till the day after. Without waiting however for the arrival of all 
the troops, the General determined to land thoſe that were with 
him, immediately; and accordingly the firſt and ſecond battalions 
of grenadiers, one company of the forty- third regiment, fifty ma- 
rines, and four hundred ſeamen detached by the Admiral, under 


the command of Captain George Grey of the Boyne, made good 
their landing by one o'clock in the morning of the 11th, under 


a ſevere fire from Fort Fleur d'Epee, and a three-gun battery at 


| Grozier. As it was impoſſible for them to land without the lat- 


ter being filenced, Lord Garlies in the Winchelſea was ordered 
on that ſervice, which he performed in a maſterly manner, laying 


his ſhip within half-muſket ſhot of the battery, as near indeed 
as the depth of water would allow him to approach; and after a

ſmart fire for ſome time on both ſides, he drove them from their 


guns, and the troops then effected their landing without any loſs. 
In this buſineſs, though every ſhot from the battery hit ſome part 
of the Winchelſea, cutting the maſts and rigging, Lord Garlies 


was the only man wounded, receiving a bad contuſion in his face. 


Some more of the troops having arrived on the 11th, the Gene- 


ral, perceiving the enemy to be in confiderable force at the ſtrong 
poſt of Fort Fleur d'Epèe, determined to attack them without 


loſs of time, and accordingly arranged his plans in the following 


order: the firſt diviſion, under command of his Royal Highneſs 


Prince Edward, conſiſting of the firſt and ſecond battalions of gre- 


nadiers and one hundred of the naval battalion, was to attack the 


poſt on Morne Maſcot, an height within muſket-ſhot of the fort; . 
the ſecond diviſion, commanded by Major General Dundas, con- 


fiſting of the firſt and ſecond battalions of light infantry, and one 
hundred of the naval battalion, to attack the fort of Fleur d'Epee 
in the rear, and to cut off its communication with Fort Louis 
and Point 3 a Pitre; and the third diviſion, commanded by Colonel 
Symes, confiſting of the third battalion of grenadiers and the 
third battalion of light infantry, and the remainder of the naval 
battalions, to proceed by the road on the ſea-ſide to co-operate 


with Major General Dundas. The ſoldiers were particularly di- 


rected not to fire, but truſt ſolely to the bayonet; and the ſea- 
men, who were commanded by Captain Nugent and Captain 
Faulknor, to uſe their pikes and ſwords; all which was moſt ſcru- 
pulouſly obeyed; the ſeveral diviſions having marched earlier, ac- 
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cording to the diſtance they had to go, that they might commence 
the attack at the ſame inſtant. The ſignal for the attack, which 
was a gun from the Boyne, was given by the Admiral at five 
o' clock in the morning of the 12th. T he troops moved forward 
with the moſt determined intrepidity. As they advanced to the 
firſt picquet the alarm was given; the out- poſts were driven in, 
or put to death; and in an inſtant the ſides of the hill on which 
the fort was ſituated were covered by our people, who ſcrambled 
up, under a moſt tremendous diſcharge of grape ſhot and mul- 
ketry: ſome ſailors jumped into the embraſures, driving the ene- 
my before: the ſoldiers, who had reached the gates, at length 
ſucceeded in forcing them open, and a ſcene of dreadful conflict 
took place: the enemy ſtill continuing to make a ſtout reſiſtance, 
were put to the {word in great numbers; at length, as many as 
could eſcape through the gates and embraſures, or by leaping over 
the walls, fled with the utmoſt precipitation towards the town of 
Point à Pitre. Our victorious troops ſoon followed, driving them 
_ acroſs. the Carenage to Baſle Terre, whither they and ſeveral of 
the inhabitants made their eſcape in boats, before the Ceres and 
two gun-boats could get into the Carenage to cut off their retreat, 
though this ſervice was performed by Captain Incledon with the 
greateſt alertneſs. With Fleur d'Epce fell Hog Iſland, and F ort 
Louis, an old fortification commanding the entrance into the har- 
bour of Point à Pitre, which town alſo was taken poſſeſſion of at 
the ſame time by Sir Charles Grey. Our loſs in this action was 
conſiderable, in proportion to the ſmallneſs of our numbers, being

fifty-four killed and Founded; the enemy loſt in all two Wente 
and fifty. Fort Fleur d'Epëe is ſtrongly ſituated on the ſummit 
of a hill, two ſides of which are towards the ſea, from whence it 
has a very formidable appearance; but being commanded by 
Morne Maſcot, when that falls into the power of an enemy it is 
of little conſequence. On the brow of the hill, a little below the 
fort, is an half- moon battery, which commands a great diſtance 

along the coaſt. Among the many accidents worth notice, I beg 
leave to mention the following, which I hope will be a ſtriking 
inſtance (among many of the ſame kind which have happened 
this war) that it behoves all our people ſerving on ſhore, whether 
military or naval, to be diſtinguiſhed by red dreſles. The French, 
as well as ſeveral other continental troops, are dreſſed in blue; of 
- courſe, in the confuſion of an aſſault, eſpecially if it happens be- 
fore day-break, a ſeaman's blue jacket may, and I am convinced 
often has, been the cauſe of his death by the hands of his own 
countrymen. A ſeaman of the Boyne, belonging to the firſt com- 
pany, expreſſing a wiſh that he might have an opportunity of 
lowering the French flag, and hoiſting our own; and being a re- 
markably fine fellow, was pitched upon to carry the union flag on 
this attack for that purpoſe, in caſe the fort ſhould be taken; : and 
accordingly it was wrapped i in many folds round him; and he was to 
defend it as well as he could. When he approached the fort, the 
firſt object that attracted his notice was the flag-ſtaff, and, regard- 
leſs of every danger, he ruſhed forward, pike in hand; and having 
once got into the fort, away | he ran to the ed ſpot, and had 
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already ſtruck the tri- coloured flag, and was endeavouring to diſ- 
engage himſelf from his wrapper, in order to hoiſt that in its 
ſtead, when ſome ſoldiers coming ſuddenly round the corner of a 
building, and taking him for one of the enemy, in an inſtant at- 
tacked him, and he fell ſeverely wounded before they diſcovered 
their miftake. I am happy however to add, that the poor fel- 
low, by the care and ſkill of Mr. Weir, the ſurgeon- general of 
the navy, recovered ſufficiently to ſhew, before the end of the 
campaign, that his courage was undiminiſhed by the accident. — 
Captain Faulknor, who had ſo eminently diſtinguiſhed himſelf at 
the capture of Fort Louis in Martinique, had a narrow eſcape in 
this buſineſs: having led his men on to the aſſault with his uſual 
gallantry, he was encountered by a French officer, whom he in- 
ſantly firuck at with his ſword, which falling on the epaulette on 
his ſhoulder, did not penetrate: the Frenchman cloſed with him, 
and being the ſtrongeſt man, threw him to the ground; and, wreſt- 
ing the ſword from his hand, was in the act of plunging it into 
his body, when fortunately a ſeaman belonging to the Boyne, ſee- 
ing the danger his gallant leader was in, with his pike pinned his 
adverſary to the earth. —As at this time I was the only chaplain 


© Ag this is an office, I believe, hitherto unknown in the navy, I ſhall explain the reaſon of i its being now 
eſtabliſhed. The Admftal had in a former war experienced the attention and zeal of Mr. Weir, and being 
well acquainted with the fatigue and danger that would unavoidably be the lot of his ſurgeon, if he did his 
duty, he pitched upon him for that office, and as an encouragement he procured permiſſion to appoint a ſur- 
geon general to the navy, and his appointment did honour to his diſcernment. Mr. Weir was indefatigable 
in attending the wounded and fick in his own ſhip, and equally ready to viſit others; and even where his duty 
had no demand on him, his humanity led him to give his advice and aſſiſtance. In his mode of treatment of 
that dreadful diſeaſe, the yellow fever, he was more ſucceſsful than was generally the caſe, as the Boyne loſt a 
leſs proportion of patients under that afflicting malady than any other ſhip on the expedition. 
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on the expedition (Mr. Ruxton, chaplain of the fifty-ſixth regi- 
ment, having died ſoon after his landing in Martinique), and ſeveral 
of our men having fallen in this gallant attack, I went on ſhore 
up to Fort Fleur d'Epee to pay the laſt honours to our unfortu- 

nate countrymen, eighteen of whom were killed on the ſpot. The 
ſcene I beheld ſurpaſſed | my powers « of deſcription. It was early 
in the morning, ſoon after the action was over. At the foot of 
the hill lay ſeveral of our ſeamen badly wounded, waiting to be 
carried on board their reſpective ſhips: a little further, under the 
tall trees that grew within a few yards of the ſea, ſeveral naval 
officers repoſing after the fatigues of the morning, and their men 
not far from them. As we went up the hill we met ſome of the 
wounded priſoners brought in by our people; and at the gates of 
the fort was an heap of the ſlain, who had all died by the ſword 
or bayonet. Within the fort the deſtruction appeared more dread- 
ful, being more confined; a multitude of miſerable wretches ex- 
piring of their wounds, Ep Rukh of our own people in the ſame 
ſituation: in the midſt of this was his Excellency writing his dif- 
patches on a table, on which, fatigued with the action, an artil- 
leryman was ſleeping, whom the General would by no means 
have diſturbed; one proof among thouſands that the trueſt hero- 
iſm may be, and often is, united to the greateſt humanity. Alt 
would be invidious to mention particularly, who diſtinguiſhed 
themſelves in this buſineſs, where all ſeemed emulous of glory; 
but as the greateſt reſponſibility is attached to the higher ranks, 
it will be but juſtice to ſay, that Prince Edward, General Dundas, 
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Colonels Symes, Cradock, and Coote, with the other officers of 


rank, as alſo Captains Nugent and Faulknor, the officers com- 
manding the naval battalions, received the thanks of the Com-

mander in Chief in public orders, for their excellent conduct and 


reſolution, diſplayed through the whole of the action. ö 

Point & Pitre is the capital of that part of Guadaloupe called 
Grand Terre, which is ſeparated from the other part, called Baſs 
Terre, by a narrow arm of the ſea, in form of a river; it is called 
the river Sallée. The town is neat and well built, but in an un- 


healthy ſituation, being on the borders of a large extent of ſwampy _ 


land; it has a good harbour called the Carenage, the entrance to 
which is guarded on one ſide by an half- moon battery lately erected 
on Iſlet a Couchon, or Hog Iſland, and on the other by the ancient 
caſtle of Fort Louis; it is alſo defended on the land fide by a hill 

called Morne Government, on which is a ſtrong battery. The 
country on this part of Guadaloupe i is remarkably flat, forming 
a ſtrong contraſt to Baſſe Terre, which gradually riſes from the ſea- 
ſhore till it forms a chain of hills extending from one end of that 


part of the iſland to the other.

Ox the 13th, the — regiment * N to garriſon 


Fort Prince of Wales (late Fleur q Epèe), the town of Point à Pi- 


tre, and the other poſts on Grand Terre, the General and the reſt 


of his army reimbarked on board of their reſpective ſhips; and in 
the evening the Sea Flower brig, Captain Pierrepoint, failed for 
England with diſpatches. At twelve o'clock the next day, the 


Quebec and the other frigates, with the tranſports, failed over to 


the other fide of the bay; and in the afternoon the troops, con- 


ſiſting of the grenadiers and light infantry, commanded by his 


Royal Highneſs Prince Edward, landed at a village called Petit 
Bourg, \ where many of the n people of the iſland were aſ- 
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ſembled, who received the Commander in Chief and the Prince 
with the greateſt demonſtrations of joy. A party of failors alſo, 
under the command of Captain Rogers of the Quebec, landed at 
the ſame time. That night the General returned to the Boyne; 
the next morning he landed at St. Mary's, where he found Colonel 
Coote, with the firſt battalion of light infantry, who had marched 
in before day-break from Petit Bourg. The troops now marched | 
forward, principally along ſhore, without any remarkable occur- 
rence, and halted for the night at a ſmall village between Cabes 
Terre and Petit Bourg. On the 16th the troops, ftill advancing 
along ſhore, reached 'Trou Chien, a very ſtrong poſt, which the 
enemy had abandoned; and before dark the army halted on the 
high ground over Les Trois Riverres, from whence they ſaw the 
enemy's two redoubts and their ſtrong poſts on the heights of Pal- 
miſte. The General intended to have attacked the enemy that. 
night ; but the troops were too much fatigued from the long and 
difficult march they had juſt finiſhed. Here, at a beautiful plan- 
tation belonging to Monſieur Bellie, the Prince and ſeveral of 
his officers were ſumptuouſly entertained at ſupper by that gen- 
tleman, who repeated his hoſpitality the next day. All this time 
the Admiral ſtood off and on near the ſhore, to be ready to pour 
in aſſiſtance in caſe there ſhould be any neceſſity for it: but on 
the army retiring up the country towards Palmiſte on the 1 7th 
inſtant, he came round towards the town of Baſle Terre. Fort 
St. Charles fired a few ſhot and ſhells at the Boyne without effect. 
At half paſt one P. M. we were becalmed off the town, and had

a beautiful view of the country round it, which, rifing gradually 


inland, preſents a varied amphitheatre of plantations, woods, hills, 


and vallies, interſperſed w ith elegant and well-built houſes, orna- 
mented by many fine plantations of palms, cocoa-nut, and other 
tall and majeſtic trees. By five P. M. we anchored in Ance de 


Baillif, about a mile from the town of Baſſe Terre, which was hid 


from our view by an high point of land forming the bay. On the 


17th Major General Dundas, with the third battalion of grena- 
diers, and ſecond and third battalions of light infantry, landed at 
Vieux Habitant, ſome miles north-weſt of Baſſe Terre, meeting 
with little oppoſition and no loſs, taking poſſeſſion of Morne 
Magdalene, and deſtroying two batteries, then detaching Lieu- 


tenant Colonel Blundell with the ſecond battalion of light infan- 
try, he in the night forced ſeveral difficult poſts of the enemy. - 


On the 17th General Sir Charles Grey made a diſpoſition for the 
attack of a redoubt called d'Arbaud, and a battery named d'Anet, 


both near Grand Ance; the troops puſhed forward, and halted 


within a league of the village of Trois Riviere. By day-break on 


the 18th Lieutenant Colonel Coote, with the firſt battalion of 
light infantry, attacked and ſtormed the battery; every man in it 


was either killed, wounded, or-made priſoner, and not one of our 
own was hurt. At the ſame time the grenadiers were ordered to ad- 


vance againſt the redoubt, which was commanded by this battery, | 


and which they found had been deſerted by the enemy early f in 
the night, who burnt and deftroyed every thing in and near it.

The 
inſtant our men had made themſelves maſters of this poſt, perceiv- 


ing that it commanded all the others, they with infinite ſpirit and 


addreſs turned the guns againſt them, under cover of which our 


troops marched up and took them all in ſucceffion, without much 
further oppoſition, although, by every appearance, they had de- 
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termined to make a vigorous reſiſtance, having felled trees and 


laid them acroſs the road, and at the entrance of their batteries, 


and the guns being moſtly loaded with grape-ſhot, or bags of muſ- 
ket balls, it ſeemed as if they expected to have come to cloſe quar- 
ters. General. Dundas had now formed a communication. with 
Sir Charles Grey by Morne Howell, and the Palmiſte (the key of 
the town and Fort St. Charles) being thus in our poſſeſſion, the 
governor, Monſieur Collot, ſent a flag of truce to Sir Charles Grey, 
offering to deliver up Guadaloupe and its dependencies on the 
ſame terms as had been granted to General Rochambeau at Mar- 
tinique, and Ricard at St. Lucia: the garriſon to march out with 
the honours of war, and lay down their arms, and to be ſent to 
France, on condition that they ſhould not ſerve againſt the Britiſh 
forces and their allies during the war; General Collot and his ſuite 


to be allowed a certain time to ſettle their affairs, and to be con- 
veyed to North America in a frigate. Accordingly, the light in- 


fantry being left in the batteries on the Palmiſte, the remainder

papers it appeared that the number of men capable of bearing 
arms in the iſland of Guadaloupe was at that time five thouſand 
eight hundred and ſeventy-ſeven; and the number of fire arms 
actually delivered out to them was four thouſand and forty-four?, 
On the 26th Prince Edward with his ſuite embarked on board the 
Blanche frigate, commanded by Captain Faulknor, and failed for 
North America; his regiment, the ſeventh or royal fuzileers, being 
ſtationed at Quebec. The ſpirit and enterpriſe of his Royal High- 
neſs on this expedition, with his ſtrict attention to diſcipline, me- 
rits the higheſt applauſe, and deſervedly gained him the reſpect and 
eſteem of all who ſerved with him. Before the troubles (occa- 
ſioned by the revolution) commenced in theſe iſlands, the town of

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WY md beautifully fituated on the ſca-ſhore, and well defended 
by ſeveral batteries and forts, particularly to the eaſtward by Fort 
St. Charles (now called Fort Matilda), which is a regular fortifi- 
cation of great ſtrength and extent; but being commanded by 
ſurrounding high lands, particularly Houelmont, a ſteep hill, on 
which is a battery that overlooks, not only the fort and town, 
but the bay, and much of the country near it, it is incapable of 
maintaining a long defence againſt a powerful attack by land, but 
is impregnable by any that can be made againſt it from the fea 
only. In the centre of the main ſtreet is a ſpacious walk ſhaded 
by handſome well grown trees, which forms an agreeable relief 
from the heat which in this climate is ſo very oppreſſive. Above 
the town is a large and commadious hoſpital, which at this pe- 
riod we found of infinite uſe. The iſland of Guadaloupe was diſ- 
covered by Columbus, who named it after ſome mountains in 
Spain to which it bore reſemblance, but by the native Caraibs it 
is called Karukera: it is ſituated thirty leagues N. W. from Mar- 

tinique, and is reckoned the largeſt and moſt valuable iſland the 
French held in theſe parts; and, from its vicinity to Antigua and 
Dominica, as well as to ſeveral of our ſmaller iſlands, is of great 
conſequence to us.

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CHAPTER XI. 


THE CHARGES O -EXTORTED CONTRIBUTIONS AND OPPRESSIONS, 
ALLEDGED AGAINST THE COMMANDERS IN CHIEF BY CER- 

 TAIN - INTERESTED INDIVIDUALS, REFUTED.... THE REAL 
CAUSES OF THE LOSS OF GUADALOUPE.. 


AerTEr having given af account of the glorious ſucceſs which had 
crowned the exertions of our gallant commanders and their forces, 
I now enter upon a leſs pleaſant taſk, the loſs of Guadaloupe, ſince 
followed by the capture of ſome other iſlands: but I do it the 
more willingly, becauſe in the fimple facts it will be my duty to 
detail, the real cauſe of thoſe misfortunes will apppear, and a 
clear refutation enſue of thoſe groſs calumnies, originally propa- 
gated by avarice, fraud, and falſchood, and repeated by ignorance 
and malice, which have endeavoured to fix a ſtigma on two com- 
manders, whoſe integrity of heart and openneſs of conduct are as 
demonſtrable, as their bravery is acknowledged. 
The accuſation of plunder, confiſcation, and extorted e | 

tion, is founded on a tale, of which half only has been told, and 

Nas half with intentional i inaccuracy. _ 
It has always been underfiood that property found in any 
place taken by ſtorm or aſſault became the legal prize or booty of 
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the captors; conſequently the Commanders in Chief found no he- 
ſitation or difficulty in conſidering the produce, merchandiſe, &c. 
afloat and on ſhore at St. Pierre and Fort Royal (both which were 
literally ſo taken) as juſtly liable to forfeit and confiſcation. The 
eſtates of the emigrant royaliſts had been ſequeſtered, and the 
produce of them ſold by the agents of the republic; conſequently 
all manufactured or collected produce on them became in like 
manner, by his majeſty's gracious bounty, the right of the captors. 

I what is found in places or veſſels taken by aſſault be not 
conſidered as legal prize, what is? Is no booty, no prize money, 
to be the reward of ſucceſsful heroiſm, after the dreadful fatigues, 
diſeaſes, and dangers of war? Where then will be the ſpur to noble 
actions? Where the ſpirit that impels the ſoldier and the ſailor 
to' brave the horrors of arms and elements, of raging ſickneſs, of 
excruciating death? 55 . 

All the produce and merchandiſe found in the town of Fort 
Royal and on board the veſſels in the Carenage, and the ſame in 
the town and bay of St. Pierre and in Trinité in the iſland of 
Martinique, and at Baſſe Terre and Point à Pitre in Guadaloupe, 
were diſpoſed of by public auction for the benefit of the captors: 

but thoſe on the eſtates, manufactured and packed ready to be 
brought down to tlie ports for embarkation, were not ſold at this 
time, becauſe perſons came forward on the part of the inhabitants 
themſelves, and propoſed a contribution, in lieu of that part of 
the property, as falling more eaſy on them, and conſequently be- 
ing preferable to confiſcation; though they did not at that time

How well beſtowed this kindneſs was, how en the o con- 
fidence placed in the honour of theſe people, will appear by the i 
ſequell They received back the forfeitures, and then endeavoured 
to get rid of paying the compromiſe (themſelves had offered) by 
infamous miſrepreſentations of the conduct of thoſe Commanders, _ 
of whoſe generoſity they made uſe, to defame, and then to rob : 
them! For no ſooner had they ſhipped off the property, and got. 
it ſafe away from the power of the Commanders, than they began 
to demur at paying the ſtipulated ſum, particularly at St. Lucia, 
which iſland had N to pay one hundred and fifty thouſand 


pounds. — | |

concluſions on the ſpot, I venture, with a very ſtrong confidence 
of its truth, to. relate the following as the ſecret hiſtory of this 
buſineſs. An agent for the prizes at St. Lucia, joining one of the 
agents who had already been employed in the ſale of the vendible 
property at Martinique (poſſibly piqued by ſome diminution of 
confidence which the Commanders in Chief from good reaſon had 
betrayed t towards them), no ſooner met the inhabitants of St. Lu- 
cia, whom he had convened on the ſubject of raiſing the ſtipulated.

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compromiſe for the plunder, than he offered, with. an unparalleled 
duplicity, while confeſling himſelf ſent « on the part of the captors, 
to ſuggeſt a mode by which the payment of this debt of honour 
might be evaded. ** Send,” ſaid he, © an immediate deputation 
« to the Engliſh government, anticipate the ſtory of the Com- 
+ manders, and a prohibition will inſtantly iſſue.” The deputa- 
tion was ſent without loſs of time: they relied on ſecuring a large 
body of Engliſh merchants, particularly thoſe in the Weſt Indies, 

on their fide; and their reliance was well placed, for they relied 
on that which they could eafily prove to be their intereſt. The 
truth is, that many of theſe. Weſt India traders” had carried on 
an illicit traffic to the French iſlands before they were captured; 
and in conſequence of it had at the time of the capture immenſe 
ſums ſtill due to them. Apprehending, therefore, that the pay- 
ment of this contribution might retard, or even endanger, the diſ- 
charge of their own debts, they joined heartily in every ſcheme 
for defeating this juſt and prior claim. They encouraged the | 
French in their oppoſition; they miſrepreſented the facts to Eng- 
land; they attempted to blaſt the laurels of the Commanders; and 
became clamorous againſt the cruelty of plunder, and illegality 
and impolicy of confiſcation, that they might enjoy the rewards: of 
their own treaſon. While this plot was ſecretly carrying on, and 
a heavy ſtorm brooding over their heads, the General and Admiral 
were proceeding 1 in their expedition againſt Guadaloupe, little ſuſ-

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picious, till the diſpatches from England diſcovered the ſucceſs 
with which the artful ſtories of this party had been attended. 
Thus was the unparalleled good order and diſcipline with 
which the army and navy had abſtained from plundering the towns 


of St. Pierre, Fort Royal, and 'Trinite, &c. rewarded! This was 


the recompence of the ruinous and expenſive ſervice in which the 
officers had engaged; of the unexampled ſufferings and dangers 
which they and their brave men had undergone. Is not contri- 
bution 3 in lieu of booty, the cuſtom of war? Was it not the caſe 
with Prince Ferdinand in a former war, through every town and 


village of Germany*? Did not the Marquis de Bouille levy a 
heavy contribution on the iſland of St. Chriſtopher's, when taken | 
| by the French in 1782? Where then could contribution ever be 


proper if not here? Here was no capitulation; ; but, though the 
iſlands fell by ſtorm, the Commanders, acting on the pureſt prin- 
ciples, to ſave the perſons and property of the inhabitants from 
the plunder* of an enraged ſoldiery, agreed to accept as a recom- 


pence due to the forbearance and good conduct of that mot 


of this General Sir Charles Grey himſelf ſhared. 
t During the time that Fort Bourbon was beſieging we ſent a ſummons to the town of St. Pierre, which 


was rejected with an uncommon degree of inſolence, and Captain Maſon (the General's aid de camp, who 
went with the flag of truce) was inſulted. About a fortnight afterwards the place was taken by ſtorm, with- 
out any capitulation, conſequently ſubje& to plunder by the cuſtom of war; but ſo far from any irregularity 


being ſuffered, a drummer was hanged by order of General Dundas for attempting it; and ſuch exact diſ- 
cipline and quiet behaviour was maintained among the troops, that the ſhops were opened the day aſter the | 


capture. From the time of the refuſal of the ſummons to the final capture, the republicans continued to load 
all the property and produce on board veſſels under American colours, which they did conſtantly, in order to 


deprive the captors of their juſt rights, in caſe the place ſhould be taken —Interefied American merchants - 


were continually endeavouring to wreſt the hard-earned prize money from the _ and navy, while they 
were ſupplying the enemy with peter and other neceſſaries. 
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_ compoſition the moſt eaſy to the conquered; and yet their fame 
has been vilified, and the hard-earned pittance of booty ſnatched 
away! for none of the contributions were ever paid, except a part 
at St. Lucia, which was afterwards refunded. Surely this is ſmall 
encouragement for ſuch a deſperate ſervice! If ſuch be the future 
proſpects of our army and navy, their ſpirits will aroopy and half 
that ardour that generates ſucceſs ſubſide! 

1 ſhall now mention the real cauſe of the loſs of Guadaloupe, 
which, with that of ſome other iſlands that have ſince fallen, has 
been maliciouſly attributed to the oppreſſion and peculations of 
Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis; for this purpoſe I muſt re- 

fer back to the time when the expedition was firſt planned by our 
government, and the command given to thoſe officers. As the 

capture of the French poſſeſſions in the Weſt Indies was rightly 
judged to be of the greateſt conſequence both in a political and 
mercantile view, a very formidable armament was prepared, and 
Martinique was pitched on as the firſt object for attack; and, ſince 
the capture of that iſland had been attempted the year preceding, 
and failed, it was of courſe expected to be put on its guard, and 
rendered thereby more difficult. But at this period (unfortu- 
nately for this expedition) another object diverted the attention 
of government, and eight regiments”, with a great part of the ar- 
tillery, which were embarked and ready to fail, were taken from 
that force, which combined would in all probability have ſecured 
to us our conqueſts in the Weſt Indies, and enabled us to extend 
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them to St. Domingo, and all the other French iſlands in that 
quarter. Government was well aware, and acknowledged, that 
this diminution of force muſt ſo cripple the expedition, that it 
would render the proſpect of any ſucceſs doubtful; and: no idea 
was entertained that the conqueſt of Martinique would even have 
been attempted, Fort Bourbon alone ſeeming too formidable for an 
attack by ſuch an inconſiderable body: however, when Sir Charles 
Grey and Sir John Jervis arrived at Barbadoes, and had arranged 
every thing for an active campaign, they determined to begin with 
the ſtrongeſt iſland, being confident that, when that was gained, 
the ſmaller places would ſoon fall; whereas, by attacking the 
leſſer iſlands firſt, they muſt neceſſarily diminiſh their ſmall ar- 
mament, and render the capture of ſo well defended and ſtrong a 
place as Martinique, with the formidable fortreſs of Fort Bourbon, 
totally impoſſible. The event juſtified their determination. But 
when this great object was gained, and St. Lucia and Guadaloupe 
taken, the army (originally too ſmall) was divided into three parts 
to garriſon the conquered places; and by that dreadful ſcourge, 
the yellow fever, which now began its ravages, together with the 
loſs ſuſtained ; in the ſeveral actions of the campaign, not one of 
the iſlands, nor indeed a ſingle poſt on each, could be called pro- 
perly defended, in caſe the French ſhould ſend out an armament 
to the Weſt Indies. If, as ſoon as the news of the capture of the 
firſt iſland had reached England, a ſtrong reinforcement could 
have been ſent out, and repeated on the conqueſt of each ſuc- 
eeeding place, the ſmall body of the enemy (who made their

attack on Guadaloupe, and ſtole in at a moment when the gallant

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CHAPTER XII. 

GENERAL DUNDAS DIES OF THE YELLOW FEVER .... HIS CHA- 
| RACTER:-...A FRENCH SQUADRON ARRIVES IN THE WEST 
INDIES, AND TAKES POSSESSION OF GRAND TERRE. THE 
COMMANDERS IN CHIEF, ON RECEIVING AN ACCOUNT THERE- 
OF, RETURN TO GUADALOUPE . . . . SIR CHARLES GREY LANDS 
ON GRAND TERRE, AND TAKES THE HEIGHTS OF MASCOT. ... . 
| SEVERAL ACTIONS TAKE PLACE .... A TRUCE TO BURY THE 

DEAD .... AN UNSUCCESSFUL ATTACK ON POINT A PITRE. 


ON the evening of the 3d of June, Major General Thomas Dun- 


das, the governor of Guadaloupe, became the victim of that dread- 


ful fever, which once more began to deſolate theſe iſlands. He 
was ill only three days. By his death the army in the Weſt In- 


dies ſuffered an irreparable loſs, and the ſervice in general one of 


its brighteſt ornaments. Amiable both in public and private life, 
brave and generous, poſſeſſed of that true courage which never 


exceeds the bounds of humanity, he juſtly gained the love of the 


army, and fell lamented by all that knew him”. At this inauſpi- 


He was interred on the 4th of June, with all military honours, on one of the higheſt batteries in Fort 
Matilda, which, from that circumſtance, was called Dundas's battery, and a ftone with a ſuitable inſcription 
was placed over his remains. The command of the forces, and the I of Guadaloupe, now devolved 
on Lieutenant Colonel Blundell of the forty- fourth = meme 
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cious moment an armament arrived from France, under the di- 
rection of two commiſſioners from the national aſſembly. It con- 
ſiſted of two frigates, one corvette, two forty-fours armed en flute, 
and two other ſhips, with about one thouſand five hundred land 
forces on board of them". They inſtantly made good their land- 
ing on Grand Terre; and, after two unſucceſsful efforts, at laſt 
ſucceeded in their attack on Fort Fleur dEpee, which they car- 
ried by ſtorm * —As ſoon as this news reached Colonel Blundell, 
he inftantly diſpatched a ſchooner to St. Chriſtopher's, with an 
account of it to the Commanders in Chief, which fortunately : 


found them there, the Boyne being off Old Road taking in water 


for her voyage to England. Sir Charles Grey was buſy in inſpecting 
the works on Brimſtone Hill. The Commanders in Chief inſtantly 
determined to return to Guadaloupe, and accordingly puſhed, 

under a preſs of ſail, for Baſſe Terre, where ney” arrived in the

* Their ſucceſs appears to have been greatly accelerated by the treachery or cowardice of ſeveral French 


royaliſts then in the fort, who offered their ſervices to ſally on the befiegers. Accordingly they marched out; 


but, on approaching the enemy, they were panic ſtruck and fled, and few of them returned to Fleur d' Epce. 
The Britiſh merchants and ſailors from the town of Point A Pitre had thrown themſelves into this fort to aſſiſt 
the garriſon,. which was, greatly reduced by fickneſs and death. This little band, under command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Drummond of the forty-third regiment, did all that gallant men could do; twice they repulſed 
the aſſailants; but at length, overpowered by numbers, and the royaliſts having demanded that the gates 
ſhould be thrown open, and the enemy now pouring in from all fides, the few remaining troops were obliged 
to make the beſt retreat they could to Point A Pitre, which, not being tenable after the loſs of Fleur d' Epe, 
was abandoned by them, and they croſſed over to Baſle Terre. In this affair, beſides the loſs of many others, 
Captain Suckling of the artillery was wounded at his gun by a bayonet, and left behind at Point A Pitre.— 
There were in Guadaloupe when taken by the French a larger proportion of troops than in either of the other | 


conquered iſlands,

afternoon of the 7th of June, and were joined by the Reſource, 
Captain Roſs, and the Winchelſea, Captain Lord Garlies; on board 
of which ſhips General Grey and his ſuite embarked to be landed 
at Baſſe Terre, in order to viſit the ports in that quarter, and to 
give the neceſſary inſtructions for future operations. The Ad- 
miral ordered the Nautilus, Captain Bayntun, to proceed to Mar- 
tinique, with orders from Sir Charles Grey for a reinforcement 
from thence, and himſelf proceeded in the Boyne to the Bay of 

Point à Pitre. On his paſſage he met Commodore Thompſon 
with his ſquadron from Martinique, coming round the point of 
Vieux Port. On their joining, he ordered the Solebay and Aven- 
ger into Baſſe Terre Road, to carry the General's further orders 
into execution, touching reinforcements from the different 
iſlands. \ | 
At noon of the 8th of June, the Boyne and the reſt of the 
fleet anchored off Grozier, and ſaw the i union jack diſplayed on 
Fort Fleur D'Epee as a decoy to Britiſh veſſels, which we found 
had been ſucceſsful in ſeveral inſtances; from hence, too, we had 
a view of the French fleet lying in the harbour of Point à Pitre. 
The Admiral, without delay, arranged every thing in his depart- 
ment to prevent a ſurpriſe from any future reinforcements of the 
enemy which might arrive. At day-break of the gth, the enemy 
in Fort Fleur d'Epee, on hoiſting their colours, opened an heavy 
fire of round and grape · hot on the Boyne, as did the two - gun 
battery at Grozier on the reſt of the fleet, but happily without 


any material damage to them. This morning the London tranſ-

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port, having troops on board, got on ſhore on the Baſſe Terre 
fide of the bay. Lieutenant Thompſon of the Boyne, was ſent 
with the launch to take the men out of her; in doing which 
he was expoſed to a ſevere fire from a battery on Iſlet a Couchon, 
or Hog Iſland; but he ſucceeded in removing them without any 
loſs. In the evening Sir Charles Grey and his ſuite came on board 
the Boyne,” from whence he could for' the preſent with greater 
eaſe arrange his troops, and communicate with them at their 
different poſts. This day alſo Lord Viſcount Garlies in the Win- 
chelſea frigate attacked the two-gun battery at Grozier, where 
he had diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the laſt campaign, and once more 
drove the enemy from their guns: but very few troops having 
yet arrived, no attempt could be made to land there, as be- 
fore. The Boyne having been much annoyed by the fire of F ort 
Fleur d'Epee and Grozier battery, was now warped a cable s length 
further from the ſhore. On the 11th, in the morning, ſeveral 
boats full of men, attended by a gun-boat, were diſcovered 
making towards our poſt at Petit Bourg, from the harbour of 
Point à Pitre: their intention ſeemed to be to attack a tranſport 
and ſloop of ours. The Winchelſea frigate was ordered towards 
them, and receiving the fire of the battery on Hog iſland, and 
another near Fort Louis, ſhe obliged them to return into the har- 


Accompanied alſo by the Honourable Captain Stewart, brother to Lord Garlies; who having received 
permiſſion to return to England, handſomely came forward at this time to offer himſelf as a volunteer. 
In this ſecond campaign (ſee Appendix, page 37) Colonel Symes, Colonel Francis Dundas, and Colonel 
Sir Charles Gordon, were promoted to the rank of bri — general. 
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bour. The enemy had croſſed the river Salle to Baſſe Terre, 


and had taken poſt at Berville, a fine plantation belonging to a 
gentleman of that name. They inſtantly ſet fire to the houſe, and 
deſtroyed all the mills, ſugar- works, and ſtore-houſes, belonging to 
it, to a very large amount; they then encamped at the poſt of 
St. Jean, or Gabbare, a point of land oppoſite to the harbour of 
Point à Pitre. General Grey thought this a favourable moment 
to attack them, which was accordingly done at eleven o'clock 


at night on the 13th, under the command of Brigadier General 
Dundas, who with the 1ft light infantry led by Brevet Major 


Roſs, with the 39th regiment under Major Magan, and a de- 


detachment of artillery and two field-pieces, attacked the enemy 


with ſuch determined bravery, that after a ſevere conflict they fled 
in the utmoſt diſorder, precipitating themſelves into the ſea in 
order to ſwim acroſs the harbour to Point 4 Pitre ; but few ſuc- 


ceeded 1 in the deſperate attempr, many being drowned, and more 


ſhot | by our light infantry, who followed cloſe at their heels: they 
left one hundred and ſeventy-nine dead on the field ; our loſs was 
trifling, ſeven men killed and twelve wounded. The enemy's camp,

feed with ſuch diſpatch, that by the next morning it was com- 


pleted, and opened with a moſt tremendous fire on the repub- 


lican frigate La Pique, lying within gunſhot of the ſhore, to the 


no ſmall ſurpriſe and aſtoniſhment of the commodore, who was 
then on board. The frigate retaliated, and a briſk fire was kept 


up for ſome time, when ſhe thought it adviſable to weigh anchor, 


and take ſhelter under the guns of her own batteries, after having 


loſt between forty and fifty of her crew in killed and wounded, 
and being much damaged in her hull and rigging. On the 14th 


the Roebuck, Captain Chriſtie, arrived with troops (draughted from 


ſeveral regiments), and two gun-boats alſo came very ſeaſonably ; 


one of which, under command of Lieutenant Wolley of the

in a manner highly honourable to both parties. 
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road.> About this time Lieutenant Macnamara, of the marines, 
was ſent to Deſeada to ſecure that iſland againſt any attempt of 
the enemy. On his landing he was attacked by a party of the 
inhabitants, who had formerly ſurrendered the iſland to us, aided 
by ſome brigands and a mixed rabble. In a ſhort time, however, 
he drove them to the mountains, having killed twelve, and hung 
up fix, as an example to deter others-from-fimilar acts of rebellion. 
On the 2oth the enemy ſunk one of our gun-boats by the fire of 
their battery on Hog Iſland, but none were killed in her. On the 
21ſt they ſet fire to, and burnt a fine houſe on the heights of 
Maſcot, near Fleur d'Epee, leaving the foundation walls only 
ſtanding. Our troops now encamped at Grozier were employed 
in erecting batteries againſt Fort Fleur d'Epee, as the enemy were 
in too great force for our reduced numbers to attempt an aſſault 
on their principal work. On the 22d the Honourable Captain 
Stewart, commanding the gth grenadiers, and a party of ſeamen 
under Lieutenant Wolley,* marched from Grozier to attack St. 
Ann's Fort, a ſtrong poſt about twelve or fourteen miles to wind- 
ward. After a moſt fatiguing march, during which ſome heavy 
ſhowers of rain rendered the roads hardly paſſable, they reached 
the foot of the hill on which the fort was ſituated ; up which our 
people ſcrambled ſo leiſurely and ſuch a profound filence reigned 
* In the afternoon one hundred and eighty ſeamen from the Boyne, Commanded by Licutcaants Wolley 
Thomſon, and Maitland, landed under the Salines to windward of Grozier, and took poſt on the heights 
near that place ; other parties of ſeamen alſo were landed at Grozier, forming altogether a ſtrong reinforce-

With whom on this occaſion Lieutenant Thomſon ſerved as a volunteer. 
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among them, that they approached within fifteen or twenty paces 
of the centinel before he perceived them, though he was ap- 
parently alert on his poſt. Our French guide was now ſo terrified 
that he fired his piſtol at the centinel, which gave the alarm ; 
_ Inſtantly our troops ruſhed forward, and with three cheers began 
to ſtorm the works. The enemy were completely ſurpriſed, and 
not more than two of them eſcaped. During this the French emi- 
grants who had accompanied our people, had marched into the 
town, where they began the moſt brutal exceſſes; but the humane 
exertions of our officers ſoon put a ſtop to their miſchievous pro- 
cœedings. In this attack near ſour hundred of the enemy were 
killed, and one priſoner taken: on our part one only was 
wounded. Several ſloops and ſchooners were found in the bay, 
all in ballaſt and their ſails unbent, except one of them, in 
which Lieutenant Thomſon was ſent with an account of their 
ſucceſs to the Commanders in Chief. It being impoſſible to keep 
poſſeſſion of this poſt, from the ſmall number of our troops, and 
intelligence being brought that a large detachment of the enemy 
were on their march to cut off the retreat of this party, it was . 
determined to return to the camp without loſs of time, all the 
ammunition having been previouſly deftroyed, and the guns of the 
fort diſmounted. —The day proving unuſually hot, and the roads be- 
ing deep and ſlippery from the inceſſant rains that had fallen dur- 
ing the preceding night, the troops were not able to reach the 
camp without halting ; in conſequence of which they took poſt at 
a planter's houſe on an eminence, where they were received 
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with 6055 hoſpitality. By three in the afternoon the men who 
had dropped down by the way from fatigue, were brought in 
(except two who reached the camp next morning), and the party 
proceeded to their different ſtations without further accidents.* 
On Tueſday the 24th of June, General Grey opened his bat- 
teries, which he had erected near Grozier, againſt Fleur d'Epee ; 
at the ſame time Brigadier General Dundas kept up a ſmart fire 
on Point à Pitre, where the enemy ſeemed to be making pre- 
parations againſt the hurricane months, now approaching, by 
ſtripping the ſhips in the harbour of their fails and rigging. 
On the 26th, early in the morning, the enemy, to the number 
of three hundred, made a ſortie from Fleur d Epe, on our ad- 
vanced poſt, conſiſting of one hundred men, but were ſoon ob- 
liged to retreat ; we loſt one man killed and eight wounded : at 
the ſame time our batteries and gun-boats cannonaded the fort; 


In this buſineſs Lieutenant Wolley had ſome narrow eſcapes. The commanding officer of the fort 
ruſhed out of the guard-room on the alarm, with a lighted match in his hand. He firſt fired an amuzet, 
Inckily pointed in an oppoſite direction; he then three times attempted to fire a twenty-four pounder as Mr. 
Wolley and his men Were advancing to the muzzle of it; but fortunately, either from the dampneſs of the 
powder, or trepidation of the man, it miſſed taking effect ; on which he flung down his match, and re- 
treated to the further end of the fort, whither Mr. Wolley followed; but, from the darkneſs of the night, he 
ſoon loſt ſight of him. As he returned he was met by his own men, who, taking him for an enemy, 
were about to put him to death, when his voice diſcovered their miſtake. Had the cannon in the firſt 
inſtance gone off, it muſt have made conſiderable havock among our men, as it was loaded with a 
bag of muſket balls—This day Captain Armſtrong of the 8th regiment, was killed by a cannon 
ball at the landing-place at Grozier, while giving directions to a ſerjeant about ſome ordnance which 
was to be landed there. He was on horſeback, and had juſt remarked, that there could be no danger 
from the fire at Fleur d'Epëe at that place; a ſhot, however, from the fort dipped over the point 
of land which ſeemed 'to ſhelter the landing-place, and cut him aſunder. He has often been heard 
to ſay that he thought that a man muſt be truly unfortunate who fell by a ſingle cannon ball. |

to meditate an attack on a detachment of light infantry under

In this affair Captain Morriſon of the 58th regiment was killed by a muſket ball through his 
head as he was leading his men on to the attack; he fell regretted by all who knew him, being an 
accompliſhed, amiable, and brave man: I too felt ſeverely on this occaſion, having enjoyed much of his 
ſociety and friendſhip.

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movement, they hoped that a detachment of the orenadiers would 
be ſent to reinforce the light infantry, and thereby weaken the 
force on Morne Maſcot, which was their real object of attack. 
In a ſhort time, however, they were perceived mounting the ſide 
of Maſcot heights, with colours flying and ſinging the national 
- ſongs, covered by a heavy fire of round and grape-ſhot from Fleur 
d Epëe, which prevented our grenadiers from ſhewing themſelves 
till the enemy were cloſe to them; on which General Fiſher made 
them proſtrate themſelves on the ground, and wait the approach 
of the enemy in that poſture. The inſtant the republicans came 
within a few yards of them they ſtarted up, and an obſtinate en- 
gagement commenced, which terminated at length by the grena- 
diers advancing to the charge; on which the enemy fled, and were 
purſued down the hill with great ſlaughter. Our loſs amounted 
to thirty killed and wounded: among the former was Lieutenant 
Tooſey of the 65th regiment; of the latter, Captain De Rivigne 
of the artillery, received a ball in the ſide of his neck. Bri- 
gadier General Fiſher was hit three times by grape-ſhot, which 
cauſed contuſions only, and his horſe was killed under him. In | 
the evening the enemy ſent 1 in a flag of truce, requeſting permiſ- : 
ſion to bury their dead and carry off their wounded, which was 
granted them;f yet they e left a number of both, on the ſide of the 


A young officer, fommerly of Walſh's regiment, took this opportunity of eſcaping to us. His name was 
Clarke, his family of Martinique, where his father was a counſellor at law. He had been impriſoned three 
months at Bourdeaux, on his endeavouring to avoid joining the armies on the frontiers, and was releaſed 
to embark on this expedition, as the only chance of rejoining his friends. He reported, that one Fremont, ' 
a daring fellow, who, though not firſt in command, had great influence, was killed this morning on the 
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hill, to the great annoyance of our piquet, which during the follow- 
ing night was diſturbed by the groans of the dying and wounded. 


The day following the enemy again made an attempt, in equal force, 


againſt our poſt on Maſcot, and was again repulſed with great 
loſs. The rainy ſeaſon being already ſet in, and the hurricane 
months now approaching, determined the Commander in Chief 
to make an effort to finiſh the campaign at once. From his 
ſucceſs in the two laſt engagements, and the excellent manner in 
which he had planned the attack, it would no doubt have ſuc- 
ceeded, had his orders been punctually obeyed. The plan he had 
laid down was, for a large body of troops under General Symes, 
to march during the night, and make themſelves maſters of Morne 
Government, and the other commanding heights round the town 

of Point à Pitre, whilſt himſelf, at the head of the reſt of his army, was 
in readineſs on the heights of Maſcot to ſtorm Fort Fleur d'Epee, 
on receiving a ſignal from General Symes ; but, from ſome unfor- 


tunate miſapprehenſion, the whole of General Grey's well- con- 


certed plan was rendered abortive, and the almoſt total deſtruc- 
tion of our exhauſted forces enſued: but it is my buſineſs to de- 


tail the events of this unfortunate affair as accurately as the con- 


fuſed accounts I have received will Permit.

Robertſon of the Veteran, marched from the heights of Maſcot at 
about nine o clock at night, on the 1ſt of July. They firſt deſcended 
into a deep ravine thick planted with coffee buſhes, through 
which there was no road, the ſeamen bringing up the rear. 'The 
night was uncommonly dark, which rendered their march both 
dangerous and fatiguing. After proceeding about. a mile they 
halted on a road, and were joined by two ſmall field-pieces, which 
were put under the charge of Lieutenants Thomſon and Mait- 
land, to be dragged by their ſeamen. During the halt ſome people, 
who were heard to ſpeak French, were ſeen near the rear ; Lieu- 
tenant Wolley endeavoured to ſecure them, but they eſcaped 
through the buſhes, and no further notice was taken of this. 
The army moved forward about two miles further, on a road 
leading through deep ravines, and made a ſecond halt for 
| about an hour; the march was then re-commenced, but no orders 
ever paſled during the time: they now proceeded for ſome miles 
without meeting with any obſtruction, when an order came for 
the ſeamen in the rear to advance to the attack, which they did 
by running as faſt as they could for upwards of a mile. The par- 
ties they paſſed were not in the beſt order, owing to the quick- 
neſs of the march, until they came to the grenadiers, who were

placed in tiers, and entirely enfiladed the road along which the 
troops were advancing. After paſſing the grenadiers, the ſeamen 
were halted for a few minutes to form, they being perfectly out 
of order from running; but ſcarce thirty of them were got to- 
gether, when Lieutenant Wolley was ordered to advance with 
them, and Captain Robertſon remained to form and bring up the 


reſt. The cannonading from the enemy's guns was the moſt ſe- 


vere the oldeſt ſoldier ever witneſſed, eſpecially from the guns 
which were on the road; two or three tiers of which were planted 
behind each other, from which the enemy were driven by the 
bayonets of our gallant fellows, who no ſooner had taken one 
battery, but another opened on them from behind. The whole now 
became a ſcene of confuſion impoſſible to deſcribe. Inſtead of any 


of the heights being attempted, the greater part of the troops and 


the ſeamen were got into the town, where they were mowed 
down by the grape-ſhot, which played upon them in every direc- 


tion, h as well as muſketry from the windows of the houſes. Where- 


ever our men perceived this, they broke open the doors, putting 


One of the frigates in the harbour did great execution; by a fingle diſcharge of grape-ſhot, killing three 
officers and thirty-ſix privates of the light infantry, who were unfortunately drawn =p in a ſtreet effectually 
commanded by her guns. 
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all:they found in them to death; and thoſe who could not ſtand 
the bayonet were ſhot as they leaped from the windows. General 
Symes was by this time badly wounded, i and his horſe killed un- 
derhim. Colonel Gomm (who led the light infantry), with ſeveral 
other officers, was killed, and a great many more deſperately 
wounded;* and Captain Robertſon, who commanded the ſeamen, 
was blown up. At length General Fiſher | (the ſecond in com- 
mand, who, as well as every other officer on this ſervice, was 
ignorant of General Symes' s plans) ſounded a retreat, and the 
| miſerable remains of this gallant party marched off, the enemy 
haraſſing them in their retreat, though kept at bay by the gal- 
lant exertions of the Honourable Captain Stewart with a party of 
grenadiers, aſſiſted by Lieutenant Wolley and the ſeamen of the 
Boyne, who covered the retreat; till at length the latter fell by a 
muſket-ball through his leg, and was brought off by his men. 
When the remains of this unfortunate detachment got back to 
Maſcot, General Grey found it in vain to Hm any thing 


| General es died ſoon after of his wound. | 
* Captain Burnet of the 43d regiment, who had led his company of grenadiers into the town, was blown 
up at the time Captain Robertſon was killed. His clothes being on fire, were pulled off by his brother officers. 
His face and hands were rendered entirely black by the exploſion. In this fituation he firſt received a muſket- 
ball which broke his arm, and was then met by his own grenadiers, who, taking him for one of the French 
blacks, attacked him with charged bayonets, and wounded him in three places before he could make himſelf 
known to them; The inſtant they diſcovered their miſtake they expreſſed the utmoſt horror and contrition, and 
brought off this excellent officer in their arms; who, I am happy to be enabled to add, ſurvived, notwith- 
ſtanding the dreadful fituation he was in. Lieutenant Conway of the 60th regiment, was alſo blown up, 
and in that condition continued to lead on his men and encourage them, till unfortunately he fell by a muſ- 
ket-ball through his body. 
General Grey was waiting on Mons Maſcot for Brigadier General Symes's ſignal of his having ſue- 
ceeded in taking the heights near Point A Pitre; having the ſecond battalion of grenadiers, the 65th regiment, 
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againſt Fleur d'Ept&e, being obliged to Aetach the ſecond battalion 
of grenadiers to cover the retreat, and his troops being all ſo 
much reduced and exhauſted, yet from the effect of the batteries 
he had erected. to cover his attack of Fleur d' Epee, which 


opened on that fort in the evening, there could have been no 


doubt of ſucceſs had not the above-related misfortune taken place.” 


| It being totally impoſſible to attempt any thing further at this 


ſeaſon, the General that night began to reimbark his cannon and 
mortars, and in two days had got off the whole of his troops 
without loſs; he then ſtrengthened the poſts on Baſſe Terre, and 
having made the beſt arrangements poſſible to maintain them, and 
to enable him to renew his attacks on Point à Pitre and Fleur 
d'Epee after the hurricane months, in caſe any. reinforcements 
ſhould arrive (without which it would be totally impoſſible), he 
embarked on board the Boyne, leaving Brigadier General Colin 
Graham to command on Baſle Terre, and then repaired to St. 
Pierre in the iſland of Martinique, where he eſtabliſhed his head- 
quarters. The Boyne proceeded to Fort Royal Bay, where ſhe 


was laid up for the hurricane months in a ſnug harbour, called

The celebrated Brigadier General Arnold, being on buſineſs of a mercantile nature at Point à Pitre, was cap - 
tured at the time the place fell into the hands of the republicans, and, being apprehenſive of ill treatment, 
changed his name to Anderſon. He was put on board a priſon-ſhip in the harbour, and had conſiderable 
property in caſh with him, of which, it is ſuppoſed, Fremont and Victor Hughes were informed, as he re- 
ceived an intimation from one of the French ſentries, that he was known, and would ſoon be guillotined. 
On this alarming intelligence he determined to attempt an eſcape, which he effected in the following maſ- 


terly manner. At night he lowered into the ſea a caſk containing clothes and valuables, with a direction on 


it, that if it floated to the ſhore of our camp at Berville, it might be known, and reſtored to him - he 
then lowered down his cloak bag to a ſmall raft which he had prepared, on which alſo he got himſelf, and 
proceeded to a ſmall canoe, in which he puſhed for the Britiſh fleet, directed by the Admiral's lights. On his 
making towards the mouth of the harbour he was challenged by the French row guard, but by the darkneſs 
of the night eſcaped from them, and arrived on board the Boyne by four o'clock on Monday mornin g, the 
30th of June. | | = ” 
During the whole time of this latter campaign the fever, which had been ſo deſtructive the preceding 
year, continued to rage in our army and navy with unabated violence. General Grey loſt all the ſervants 
he brought from England by it, including two who had lived with him for many years. It firſt broke out 


with violence when the former campaign ended.

Among the many cauſes of uneaſineſs that now bore hard upon the Commanders in Chief (by the failure 
of their well-concerted plans, the dreadful mortality among their troops, and the deſpair of reinforce- 


ments arriving from Europe) the miſconduct of one high in eſtimation as an officer, and hitherto looked 


upon as a man of ſtrict integrity, was not the leaſt galling. The caſe was this: At the taking of St. Lucia, 
Colonel Sir Charles Gordon, who had repeatedly diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his gallant conduct, was appointed 


governor of that iſland, and in the laſt promotion was advanced to the rank of brigadier general ; ſoon after 
which ſome very unpleaſant reports prevailed, of extortions and peculations by him, and taking bribes of the 


inhabitants, who were ſuppoſed to be diſaffected, in order to ſuffer them to remain on the iſland, and then 
breaking his word with them. At length a regular complaint was laid before the Commander in Chief, 
who inftantly ordered a court martial to be ſummoned, and ſent an officer to St. Lucia to arreſt Sir Charles 
Gordon, and convey him to Martinique, in order for trial. At this time“ the fever raged ſo violently that 
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a memorial to the Commander in Chief on the ſubject. 
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were not left under General Graham on Baſſe Terre) throughout 
the iſlands, where the Brigands began to be very troubleſome; 


and even at Martinique, where the Commander in Chief reſided, 


they had the audacity to ſhew themſelves, encouraged by the ſick- 
neſs which raged in all quarters, and daily weakened our poſts. 


At Grande Rivere and Calabaſs they appeared i in ſome force ; on 


which the Commander in Chief detached Captain Hare, at the 
head of a detachment of the Prince of Wales 8 light s dragoons, 
with Lieutenant Colonel De Soter and the iſland rangers, who at- 
tacked and routed them, taking three of their leaders priſoners, 
and diſperſing the reſt. At Guadaloupe no time was loſt by Bri- 
gadier General Graham in preparing both for attack and defence; 
he erected gun and mortar batteries upon the banks of the river 
Salle, in the different ſituations where it was moſt likely the 
enemy might attempt to croſs it from Grande Terre; namely, at the 
gabarre or ferry, which heretofore was the point of communication 
between the two. parts of the iſland; at Morne Savon and at St. 
Jean, both commanding the town of Point à Pitre and Morne Go- 


the two firſt courts-martial that met on this buſineſs, were diſſolved by the death of a majority of the 
members. At length, in order to prevent the like accident from again interrupting the courſe of juflice, the 


General appointed a greater number of officers than uſual to attend, and the trial proceeded; the event of 


which was, that the priſoner was found guilty of the crimes laid to his charge, and was ſentenced to refund 
the money he had extorted, and to be rendered incapable of ſerving his majeſty again: but, in conſequence 


of ſome favourable circumſtances that came out on the trial, he was allowed to ſell his commiſſion. See 


Appendix, pages 42, 43, 48. 
The horſes that were ſent from America for the purpoſe of mounting the light dragoons, were ſo bad, 
that only three out of forty were ſound, or fit for ſervice, inſomuch that Captain Hare was obliged to preſent 
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ee hr theſe precautions the 5 in Chief hoped 
to prevent the enemy from croſſing into Baſſe Terre till he could 
get a reinforcement from England, which he had expected for ſome 
time, and had now diſpatched Brigadier General Francis Dundas 
to explain to government the abſolute neteflity there was for a 
_ ſupply of troops in the conquered iſlands. ' The head-quarters of 

the army in Guadaloupe were at Camp Berville, a very command- 
ing ground, flanked by the ſea on one fide, and on the other by 
an impaſlable ſwamp and wood; about a league in front was the 


river Sallee, on the oppoſite banks of which ſtood the town of 


Point 5 Pitre; and at the rear, about a mile from the camp, was 


a narrow paſs, by which alone it could be approached. The bat- 


teries under the direction of Captain De Rivigne, deſtroyed a great 
part of the town, ſo that the inhabitants were obliged to evacuate 


it, and encamp on the adjacent hills. The baneful effects of 


the climate, together with the neighbouring ſwamps, began now 
to be ſeverely felt by our army, the officers and men died daily in 
numbers, and by the middle of Auguſt the liſt of ſick and conva- 
leſcents compoſed by far the majority in the camp. Two frigates 
and two ſloops of war were ordered by the Admiral to cruize off 


the harbour of Point à Pitre, to prevent ſupplies being carried to 


the enemy; notwithſtanding which many American and other 
veſſels from the neighbouring diſaffected iſlands, contrived to elude 


their vigilance. Victor Hughes, the commiſſioner from the French 


convention, and now commander i in chief of their troops in this 


| | land (the commanders of the army and navy that came out 
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with him being dead), was indefatigable in gaining over the blacks 
and mulattoes to his intereſt; and, in conſequence of his late ſuc- 
ceſs, they flocked in great numbers to his ſtandard. As they came 
in he formed them into different corps, and had them inſtructed 

in the uſe of arms. The remains of the ſecond battalion of gre- 
nadiers? were ordered about the latter end of Auguſt to Guada- 
loupe, to relieve the flank companies of the 15th and 64th regi- 
ments: they embarked at Fort Royal on board the Dictator, and 
landed at Petit Bourg, from whence they marched directly to the 
camp. During the month of September the troops in the differ- 
ent camps were, from ſickneſs, inadequate to furniſh guards for 
the different batteries. Several companies could not produce a 
ſingle man fit for duty; the 43d could not afford a corporal and 
three men at night, for the protection of their own camp, much 
leſs give their complement for the batteries. The greater part 'of | 
the town of Petit Bourg was converted into hoſpitals for our ſick, 
beſides great numbers ill in the camps; the officers were equal 
ſufferers with the men, ſo much ſo, that field officers were obliged 

to mount captain's guard. The different iſlands were drained of 

their troops, in order to keep up ſome appearance in front of the 
enemy; and the royaliſts had taken the duty of the Gabarre for 
ſome time paſt, where they conducted themſelves with much ſpi- 
rit in ſeveral attacks made upon them by the enemy from the op- 
poſite fide of the river. The grenadiers that arrived laſt, were 


? Confiſting of ſeventy rank and file only. 
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now reduced, in leſs than three weeks, to twenty men; and from 
the ſituation of the ſeveral camps on the verge of the ſwamps, a 


ground they were obliged to occupy, was truly deplorable. About 


this time General Preſcott arrived at the town of Baſſe Terre, 


where he took the command, and no appearance of any reinforce- 


ment from England as yet cheered our drooping ſpirits. On Satur- 
day, the 26th of September, the enemy from Point a Pitre and 
Fort Louis embarked a large body of troops in ſmall veſſels, and 


paſſing our ſhips of war unperceived, under cover of the dark night, 


effected two different landings on Baſſe Terre; the one at Goyave, 
to the eaſtward of Petit Bourg, and the other at Lamantin, near 


Bay Mahault. As ſoon as it was known that this landing was ef- | 
| fected, moſt of our ſick were carried from Petit Bourg on board 


the ſhips that lay near that place, and when the news was re- 


ceived at head-quarters, General Graham ordered all the troops 


from the different camps to join at Berville, as the ſtrongeſt ſitu- 
ation. Every exertion was made to fortify this poſt in the beſt 
manner poſſible: acroſs the narrow paſs by which alone it could 
be approached by land, a ſtrong breaſt-work was. thrown up, with 


embraſures for fix field-pieces; on the flanks, and immediately in 


the rear of this, another was thrown up; and in front of both, on 


the brow of the hill, a ſtrong abbatis was formed. The enemy 


that landed at Bay Mahault ſoon poſſeſſed themſelves of that place; 
they then marched on to the Gabarre, where they had nearly 
ſurrounded the royaliſts before they were able to make their re- 


treat to the _ "The poſſcthon of the Gabarre afforded them 
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an eaſy conveyance for guns, ammunition, cattle, &c. from Grande 


Terre, and they now made their appearance in fight of our camp. 
The enemy, who had landed on the oppoſite part of the iſland; as 
ſoon as day broke upon them, began their march to Petit Bourg. 
Lieutenant Colonel Drummond of the 43d regiment, with ſome 
convaleſcents from the hoſpital, and a party of royaliſts, advanced 
to meet them ; but perceiving their great ſuperiority of numbers, 
found it adviſable to retreat through Petit Bourg, and took poft 
at a battery upon the ſhore called Point Bacchus, between that 
village and Camp Berville. The enemy, on taking poſſeſſion of 
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Petit Bourg, exerciſed the moſt unheard of cruelties on the unfor- 
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tunate fick in the hoſpitals, putting all they found to. death; ſome 
of them were fortunate enough to be taken off by the boats be- 
longing to the men of war lying there. 'Too much praiſe cannot be 
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ertions on this occaſion. From the hoſpitals to the wharf was a 
continued ſcene. of miſery and. horror, being firewed with the 
bodies of the ſick, who were barbarouſly put to death as they 
were crawling to the ſhore, in hopes of being taken off by our 
boats. The next movement of the enemy was to Point Bacchus, 
where Colonel Drummond and his party, being ſurrounded, were 
made priſoners. The enemy keeping poſſeſſion of this poſt, en- 
tirely cut off all communication between the camp and our ſhip- 


ping. They then proceeded to poſſeſs themſelves of the ſur- 


1 am ſorry to add, that this officer ſoon afterwards fell a victim to the yellow fever, 
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rounding heights, and formed a junction with the other party 


which landed at Bay Mahault; by which Camp Berville was com- 


pletely ſurrounded on the land fide. The utmoſt ſtrength of Ber- 


ville camp was now about two hundred and fifty regular troops, 


and three hundred royaliſts; but none of theſe could be called 
effective, being reduced to extremity by fickneſs and fatigue. 


The enemy inſtantly began to form batteries, one of which, on 
an eminence, in ſome meaſure commanded our camp. On the 


29th of September, in the morning, the enemy in a large body 


attacked our advanced work; our field- pieces and muſketry opened 


a heavy fire upon them, and an engagement enſued, which con- 
tinued with equal fury for three hours; when, after having been 
charged the third time by our troops, the enemy retreated, leav- 
ing on the field in killed and wounded ſeven hundred men, our 
Joſs amounting to about twenty. In the forenoon of this day, 


the enemy had ſent a number of gun-boats from Point à Pitre, 
ſome of which anchored off the ſhore at Berville, and others 
under Point Bacchus, with a view to ſtop the communication 


between our camp and ſhipping, and force the latter out of the 
harbour of Petit Bourg. Each of their ſchemes ſucceeded, ſo that 


now the camp (ill ſupplied with proviſions and ſtores, which were 


left chiefly at Petit Bourg) ſaw no poſſibility of getting afurther ſup- 


ply. This morning Major Irvine was killed by a twenty- four pounder 


from the enemy's gun-boat, as he was ſitting in the cabin of 
the Aſſurance; in which he and a number of others had embarked. 
As ſoon as the news of theſe diſaſters reached the Commanders 
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in Chief, the Boyne was got out of Trois Iſlet Bay, without loſs : 
of time; and, although the hurricane ſeaſon was not entirely paſt, 
the Admiral embarked, and failed on T ueſday, the zoth of Sep- 
tember, from Martinique, and anchored off Grozier, in the bay 
of Point à Pitre, by 10 A. M. On T hurſday, the 2d of October, 
the two- gun battery there, opened upon us with red-hot ſhot, 
and continued to fire for a conſiderable time, but without ef- 
fect. This night the Admiral endeavoured to open a communi- 
cation with Camp Berville, but was prevented by the vigilance 
of the enemy, who now occupied every avenue to it. On the 
morning of the zoth, the enemy renewed their attacks on Ge- 
| neral Graham' s camp at Berville, and again on the 4th of October, 
1 ſtill bringing (hydra like) greater numbers to the charge; their 
ii ſucceſs, however, was the ſame as on the frſt attack, having 
| loſt during the three attacks, on a moderate computation, two 
thouſand men. In the ſecond attack General Graham was 
1:14 wounded by a muſket-ball in the leg, and ſeveral of his officers 
| / i MC fell.” After the third action the enemy ſent in a flag of truce,

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In one of theſe atincks Mon 1 Vermont was ſhot wh the vader his lieutenant, Monfieur De Lili, 
was ſhot through his breaſt, and another of his officers killed; in this fituation he beat off the enemy. This 
gallant, but unfortunate officer, was, at the beginning of the revolution, poſſeſſed of a good eſtate near 
Trois Riviere on Baſſe Terre, which ſoon made him an obje& of republican vengeance ; his houſe was at- 
tacked, but he eſcaped into the woods, ſuppoſing that his amiable wife would be ſafe from their fury, being 
far advanced in her pregnancy; but the monſters, not regarding her ſituation, put her to death with cir- 
cumſtances of  barbarity too dreadful to relate, and ſuch as would fill, I truſt, every Briton's' breaſt with 
the utmoſt horror; his aged mother too, and beautiful ſiſter, ſhared the ſame fate. He was taken and thrown 
into priſon at Fort Matilda, to reſerve him for a public ſpeRacle on the guillotine, when we arrived, and re- 


leaſed him from thence by the capture of the iſland. 
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manner refuſed; the officers, however, waited on the General, and 


ſtated, that the troops, reduced by fickneſs and fatigue, were no 


longer able to undergo the duty, which now preſſed heavy on 
them, and were ſo haraſſed as to be incapable of withſtanding ano- 


ther attack, which the enemy promiſed to make on them the fol- 


lowing morning. General Graham therefore, reconſidering the 


matter, conſented to ſend a flag to the enemy, and, after ſome 


time, the terms of capitulation were agreed to; but, alas! the 
unfortunate royaliſts were not included, though the General en- 
.deavoured all he could to make terms for them: he ſucceeded 
however thus far, to have permiſſion to ſend a covered boat to 


the Boyne, in which he embarked twenty-five officers of the 


royaliſts; their unfortunate brethren, to the number of three hun- 
dred, who had defended their poſts to the laſt, with the moſt de- 


termined reſolution, were doomed to ſuffer death by the hands of 


their republican countrymen in cold blood, in a manner hitherto, 


I believe, unheard of, at leaft unrecorded in the annals of the 


moſt ſavage and abandoned people. Humanity muſt ſhudder at 
the idea; the republicans erected a guillotine, with which they 


ſtruck off the heads of fifty of them. Thinking, however, this mode 


Their conduct prior to, and fince the enemy had attacked the camp, deſerved a far better fate: finding 
themſelves excluded from terms of capitulation, they wiſhed permiſſion to cut their way through the enemy's 
army, by which a few of them, at leaſt, might eſcape, and the reſt meet an honourable death ; but this 


requeſt, it is ſaid, was refuſed ; perhaps it-was believed that on their capture the enemy would relent, and 


not put their ſanguinary threats into execution. Two of theſe unfortunate men haſtened to the ſhore, in hopes 
of getting on board the covered boat ; but being diſappointed, and aware of the fate that awaited them, they 


_ inſtantly ſhot themſelves on the beach. On hearing of this melancholy buſineſs, General Grey publiſhed an 


order that did equal honour to his feelings and his mind. See Appendix, page 53. 
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of proceeding too tedious, they invented a more ſummary plan ; 
they tied the remainder of theſe unhappy men faſt together, and 
placed them on the brink of the trenches which they had ſo gal- 
lantly defended ; they then drew up ſome of their undiſciplined 
recruits in front, who firing an irregular volley at their miſerable 
victims, killed ſome, wounded others, and ſome, in all probabi- 
lity, were untouched ; the weight however of the former dragged 
the reſt into the ditch, where the living, the wounded, and the 
dead, ſhared the ſame grave, the ſoil being inſtantly thrown upon 
them. The Engliſh troops were to be allowed to march out with 
the honours of war, and to be embarked on board French ſhips, 
which were to ſail for England within twenty-one days after the 
ſurrender,* on condition that they would not_ ſerve againſt the 
French during the war. A great quantity of arms and am- 
munition fell into the hands of the enemy at this camp, and at 
Petit Bourg. Immediately after the ſurrender of Berville, V ictor 
Hughes moved towards the town of Baſſe Terre, now our laſt 
ſtake on this iſland, laying waſte the plantations, and burning the 
beautiful ſeats of the royaliſts as he paſſed along. Sir John Jer- 
vis, who had made every attempt to ſuccour General Graham's 
camp at Berville, and had been an unwilling ſpectator from the 
fleet, of the ſurrender of that camp to the enemy, now made 
ſail for Baſſe Terre, to render every aſſiſtance in his power to 


* This part of the a greement, however, was not complied with, as they remained priſoners for more than 
a year 3 during which time many of them died. 
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General Preſcott;* and on the gth of October, anchored within 
half a cable's length of the town. General Preſcott inſtantly 
came on board to conſult with the Admiral on the beſt mode of 


procedure in this critical ſtate of affairs; and it was determined 


that the whole force which the General could collect, ſhould go 
into the fort, and the Admiral, in the Boyne, would render every 
aſſiſtance in his power to the garriſon; a promiſe he performed 
in a manner that drew the warmeſt thanks and approbation of 
General Preſcott and his officers. At this time theFrench royaliſts 
had entirely abandoned us, and the militia, who had demanded 
arms, poſitively refuſed to enter the fort, and ſoon after deſerted 
to the enemy: a party in the town ſcemed alſo ready to riſe upon 
our people; but by the vigilance and activity of General Preſcott 


they were overawed, and he continued to ride into the town un- 


attended as uſual. The fort was in a miſerable ſtate, nothing 
having been done to it ſince the peace of 1783; and Clairfon- 
taine,* a royaliſt, who had been appointed adminiſtrateur general, 
wanting either influence or ability to procure negroes for the pur- 


General Preſcott had ſo ſmall a force in that quarter, that he could not poſſibly afford any material aſ- 


ſiſtance to General Graham; but he had made an effort by ſending a detachment from the 35th regiment to 


ſupport ſome royaliſts at St. Marie, which however proved ineffectual; and the numbers at Martinique being 
now too ſmall for the defence of it, General Grey was unable to afford any aſſiſtance from thence; how- 
ever he ordered the flank companies of the 4th battalion of the 60th regiment from St. Vincent's, and part of 
the 21ſt from St. Chriſtopher's, to reinforce Brigadier General Graham. Fortunately, however, they arrived 
too late, as their numbers were Inadequate to ſave it, and they afterwards made part of the garriſon at Fort 


Matilda. 


of rendering any aſſiſtance to General Preſcott, he took French leave, not forgetting to carry with him a cheſt 
well lined, in order to render his refidence at Antigua comfortable. | 


* This gentleman, after * enjoyed a lucrative poſt, was ** to loſe the fruits of 1 it, and, inſtead 
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poſe, the fort was no way better than when it fell into our hands; 
except being cleaner, and ſupplied with provifions. On the 1 ath 5 
of October, a ſchooner bearing a flag of truce, arrived from Vic- 
tor Hughes; in it came Captain Eiſton, of the 3 5th regiment,” for 
a ſupply of money and baggage for our captured countrymen, 
with which he returned in two days to Point à Pitre. General 
Preſcott had taken the precaution to order all the batteries along 
the coaſt, as well as thoſe on the paſſes of the Palmiſte, to be 
deſtroyed, their guns ſpiked, and magazines blown up; but, 
owing to the ſhortneſs of the time allowed for it, and the weak- 
neſs of the force employed, the enemy ſoon got them repaired 
to uſe againſt us. Captain Bowen, in the Terpſichore, was dil- 
patched to Trois Riviere, to deſtroy a battery there,* where he 
ſaw and fired on the enemy, who were marching in great force 
towards the heights of Palmiſte. On which he returned; and in- - 
formed the Admiral of this, by whom the intelligence was in- 
ſtantly forwarded to General Preſcott, who had ſent Captain Tho- 
mas of the 28th regiment (his aid- de- camp) to requeſt ſome 
ſeamen to reinforce his garriſon, which were moſt readily granted 
by the Admiral. While Captain T homas was on board the Boyne, 
the enemy, to his great aſtoniſiment, were ſeen on the heights 
of Palmiſte. As there were a few royaliſts about the General, {ome 


7 The republican officer who came with him informed us that he ſaw the execution of the unfortunate 
royaliſts, and that twenty-ſeven heads were ſtruck off in ſeven minutes and a half! 

On the 19th of October the Admiral ſent Lieutenant Skynner with a party of ſeamen to a ne. at 
the N. W. end of the town, from whence he brought off ſome cannon and mortars. 
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of while ſlaves were with the enemy, of courſe he ought to 
have received earlier information of their approach; but this 
ſhews how all intelligence was withheld fron: us. For ten days 
after the General had withdrawn the whole of his force into the 
fort, he occaſionally ſent parties into the town, as the Boyne ſtill 


kept the enemy quiet there; but in a ſhort time they got ſome 
guns up to an eminence, named by us the White-houſe Bat- 
tery, that obliged the Admiral to weigh anchor: but he ſtill con- 
tinued to hover about the coaſt, occaſionally ſending reinforcements 


and proviſions, and keeping up a conſtant intercourſe with General 
Preſcott in the fort. In the courſe of this buſineſs the Boyne was 
frequently engaged with the different batteries, and was expoſed | 
to great danger from the mortars, which the enemy began to play 
upon us with much judgment. On the 2oth of October, the 
battery on Houelmont opened on the Terpſichore, but without 
effect. Our garriſon in the fort threw ſome ſhells which drove 
them from thence; they, however, ſoon returned again to their 
guns. The next day they again attacked the frigate, and hit her; 
which obliged Captain Bowen to get near the land, out of the di- 
rection of their guns. On the 23d, the White-houſe Battery, having 
ſeveral heavy guns mounted, began a ſmart fire on the Boyne, 
which was returned from her lower deckers; afterwards we engaged 
a battery, into which the enemy had juſt come, at the N. W. 
end of the town, from whence we drove them; but being obliged 
to haul off ſhore occaſionally, they at length completed their 


purpoſe, but not ſo as to be able to hinder us from approaching 
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the land to keep up an intercourſe with the garriſon. On this 
ſervice (as on. every other) Captain Bowen eminently diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf, having anchored the Terpſichore, within a ſhort diſtance | 
of the fort, in a bay under Houelmont. On the 2 5th the Quebec, 
Captain Rogers, Beaulieu, Captain Riou, and Zebra, Captain 
Vaughan, arrived from a cruiſe. The enemy now increaſed their 
forces daily in this part of the iſland, preſſing into their ſervice all 
the negroes who were on the different eſtates ; and if from timi- 

dity or any other cauſe they demurred, they were inſtantly ſhot : 
from the ſhip we ſaw them firing on ſome negroes of their own, 
who, from fear, were endeavouring to get off. On the night of 
the 26th, Lieutenant James, with a party of ſeamen, marched out 
of the fort to the military hoſpital, which he ſet on fire, being a 
place that the enemy would ſoon have made a conſiderable poſt 
againſt us. On the 29th, the Boyne, as uſual failing towards the 
fort, was becalmed by the high land of Houelmont, and being 
within a ſhort diſtance, was cannonaded from that battery for ſeve- 
ral hours. From the height of its ſituation none of our guns could 
be brought to bear againſt it; however, after conſiderable danger, 
the ſhip got out of the bay without any damage. On the 5th of 
November, the enemy opened ten batteries againſt the fort at the 
ſame inſtant, and a party of them, with a field-piece, under cover 
of the night, had taken poſt on the brow of the hill under which 
the Terpſichore and Experiment were anchored. As ſoon as the 
ſeamen were arranged at day-break, to waſh the decks as uſual, 
they were ſurpriſed by a heavy ſhower of muſketry from over their 
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The Experiment endeavoured to get away, but being 


heads. 
totally becalmed, it was ſome time before ſhe could accompliſh 
it. (Captain Miller had gone on board the Vanguard, and Captain 
Skynner was then in the Boyne, receiving his commiſſion.⸗) 
Captain Bowen, with a preſence of mind that never forſook him, 
ordered up all the muſkets that could be procured, and, encourag- 
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ing his men with great ſpirit and ſome effect, returned the fire of 
the enemy, who now brought their field-piece to bear on the ſhip; 


—_— — 


he was therefore obliged to weigh anchor, and get out of the bay 
as well as he could, his great guns being totally uſeleſs from the 
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elevated ſituation of the enemy: two or three only of our people 
were wounded, though the deck was ſtudded with muſket- balls. 
The fort? was now cloſely inveſted by land; by the ſea a commu- 
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nication was continued the whole ſiege, Captain Bowen, in the 
Terpſichore, never relaxing for a moment in his exertions to ſerve 
and aſſiſt the garriſon. The water in the tank being bad (the 
enemy having cut off the aqueduct that ſupplied it), General Preſ- 
cott ordered an armed party every morning and. evening to the 
river Galion, to protect thoſe ſent thither for water. This was 


* On the 2d of November, Captain Miller was promoted to the command of the Vanguard, Captain 
Sawyer being removed to the Aſſurance, yice Captain Bryer, deceaſed; and Lieutenant Launcelot Skynner of 
the Boyne, was appointed commander of the Experiment, vice Captain Miller. 

> Fort Matilda, formerly Fort Charles, , was at firſt a battery only, ereted to command the road; after.

particularly thoſe on the oppoſite fide of the Galion river, as trenches, and effeQually covered their muſ- | 
ketry that commanded the principal works of the beſieged: in ſhort, the fort was completely commanded on e — = 
the three ſides . land, ſo that not a man in it could move without being ſeen by the r . 
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continued during the whole fiege ; cohorns and grape-ſhot. being 
fired into the ravines and woods beyond the river, and other pre- 
cautions taken, theſe parties met with little moleſtation. All the 
buildings in the fort being deſtroyed by the fire of the enemy, the 
_ garriſon was obliged to take ſhelter in the Bomb- proof, a cloſe 
and unwholeſome confinement in this climate. On the 6th of 
N ovember, Victor Hughes ſent an inſolent ſummons to General 
| Preſcott, to ſurrender the fort in two hours, which if not com- 
plied with, no further terms would be offered, and the whole 
garriſon would be put to the ſword.. To this the General made a 
ſhort anſwer, „that he would defend it as a ſoldier to the laſt 

extremity.” The inſtant the hour was expired that the General 
allowed the French officer to return to Victor Hughes, he opened 
a heavy fire from all his batteries againſt the republicans, and con- 
tinued it through the day without any return from them. -Some 
ſtores and proviſions were about this period ſent to the garriſon 
from Dominica, and the merchants of St. Pierre alſo made a wel- 
come preſent of refreſhments; the enemy at the ſame time 
began to ſupply their advanced batteries with neceſlaries by ſea 
in ſmall boats, that, keeping cloſe in ſhore, evaded our cruiſers, 
and landed at the town of Baſſe Terre. On the 12th of Novem- 
ber, the Boyne was expoſed for ſome time to a heavy fire from 
{ſeveral batteries; one ſhell burſt immediately over her, but without 
doing any miſchief. At nine A. M. on the 14th of November, 
the Beaulieu, being then off Vieu Fort, made a ſignal to the Ad- 
miral, of an enemy of ſuperior force being in ſight. Immediately 
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all hands were ordered to quarters, and every preparation made 
to give them a warm reception; at length three line- of- battle 


 - ſhips hove in ſight, which, to our great joy, proved to be a rein- 


forcement from England ; the Majeſtic, . Captain Weſtcott, with 
Vice Admiral Caldwell's flag on board; the Theſeus, Captain Cal- 
der; and Bellona, Captain Wilſon: by them we were informed 
that Sir John Vaughan had arrived at St. Pierre, and Sir Charles 
Grey had given up the command to him. Sir John Jervis, worn 
down by long and ſevere exertions, the fatigues of which were 
augmented by his anxiety for the welfare of the ſervice, that not 
all his exertions could promote without the arrival of a ſtrong 
reinforcement, together with the unhealthineſs of the climate, 
found himſelf no longer able to continue on this ſtation, and there- 
fore, to the great grief of General Preſcott, was obliged to give 
up his command to Admiral Caldwell, and embarking his ſeamen 
(under Lieutenant James) from Fort Matilda, failed for St. Pierre; 
when, every thing being arranged and ſettled between the ſeveral 
commanders, Sir Charles Grey and his ſuite embarked once more 
with Sir John Jervis on board the Boyne; on the 27th of Novem- 
ber they ſailed for England, and after a tedious voyage (being for 
near a month toſſed about in the Channel by contrary winds) 
7 arrived at rin the 21ſt of ne 1795. N 


As we left General Preſcott in a perilous 8 it may be 


proper to give an account of the concluſion of the ſiege, though 
v 
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it comes not within the original plan of my work, which profeſſed 
only to relate the events that took place under the immediate com- 
mand of Sir Charles Grey and Sir John Jervis. This I am enabled 
to do from the communication of a brave and intelligent friend 
who was there during the whole fiege. On the 29th of Novem- 
ber, Captain Cockburne, aid-de-camp of General Sir John Vaughan, 
was ſent by his Excellency to Fort Matilda, with the unwelcome 
news that no more men could be ſent thither. On the 5th of De- 
cember, General Preſcott diſpatched Captain Thomas, his aid- de- 
camp, to the Commander in Chief, with an account of the fort 
being almoſt in ruins; this officer returned thither on the 7th, 

and found that the baſtion towards the river Galion was totally 5 
filenced, and ſo completely commanded by the enemy's muſ- 
ketry, that not a man could approach it; the adjoining cur- 
tain was much in the ſame ſtate; the baſtion towards the town 
was giving way, and expected to tumble into the ditch every 
moment. General Preſcott no longer thought of defence, but to 
ſecure his ſmall garriſon, now highly neceſſary for the defence of 
the other iſlands, the unparalleled mortality having left them al- 
moſt without troops. The peſtilential fever had been, in propor- 
tion, more fatal to the officers than the men; in the garriſon, for 
inſtance, there was no officer of intermediate rank between the 
General and his aid-de-camp Captain Thomas, who was ſecond 
in command. On the gth of December, this officer was diſ- 
patched to Admiral Thompſon, and after the plan of embarkation 
was ſettled, he returned to the fort, and the evacuation com- 


menced at nine o'clock on the roth of December, and was con- 
| ducted with ſo much ſkill, that not a man was loſt. In the morn- 
ing two of the garriſon deſerted to the enemy; but the General 
had concealed his intentions ſo well, that not the leaſt intelligence : 


of it ſeems to have been given by them. There was no interrup- _— 


tion to the retreat except a few muſket-ſhots on the beach, from 
one of which that active officer Captain Bowen was badly wounded 
in the face. The enemy, unconſcious of this movement, can- 
nonaded and bombarded the fort as uſual, until two o'clock the 
next morning, though the embarkation- had been completed by 
eleven the preceding night. The whole force that marched out 
of Fort Matilda, was between four and five hundred : ſome of 
them were ſent to the Iſle de Saintes and Antigua, and the re- 
mainder to Martinique. Thus concluded a ſiege of eight weeks 
and two days, during the whole of which General Preſcott evinced 
the moſt perfect coolneſs and true ſoldierly reſolution, neither ap- 
palled by the tremendous and well-directed fire conſtantly, both 
night and day, kept up againſt the fort, nor by the inſolent and 
| threatening ſummonſes of Victor Hughes. © In the handſomeſt 
manner he bore teſtimony to the zeal and activity of Sir John 
Jervis, who relaxed not in his attention to the wants of the gar- 
riſon, till he was obliged to quit the ſtation; leaving however, 
in Captain Bowen, a man whoſe exiſtence ſeemed to be preſerved, 
amidſt the greateſt dangers, for the ſervice of his country. Admiral :

© During the fiege a cannon ball took off the fore part 1 the General 8 hat. He coolly obſerved, 60 that a 


miſs was as good as a mile!” 
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Thompſon had his ſhare of praiſe too for the manner in which he 
had conducted the embarkation. During the ſiege ſeventeen were 
killed, and ſeventy- nine were wounded. General Preſcott imme- 
diately repaired to Saint Pierre, at Martinique, where he received 
the well-earned thanks and congratulations of all ranks, for his 
ſpirited and gallant defence of Fort Matilda. Victor Hughes,* on 
taking poſſeſſion of the fort, ordered the monument that had been 
erected over General Dundas, to be deſtroyed, and his remains 
_ thrown into the river Galion; a conduct as mean and brutal, as it 

was undeſerved. I cannot conclude without mentioning the death 
of that gallant officer, Captain Faulknor, commanding the Blanche 
frigate of thirty-two guns, who, on the 5th of January, fell in 
with the republican frigate, La Pique of thirty-eight guns, off the 

harbour of Point à Pitre; the action was maintained with the 


© So much having been ſaid of this man, it may be agreeable to the reader to be informed of his origin. 
and purſuits in the former part of his life. Victor Hughes was originally a petty inn-keeper at Baſſe Terre, 
Guadaloupe; from whence he was driven for ſome miſdemeanor, and became maſter of a ſmall trading veſſel 
at St. Domingo; then a lieutenant in the French navy; and afterwards a deputy in the national aſſembly: 
from whence he came out to the Weſt Indies as commiſſioner, with controlling powers over the commanders 
of the army and navy. His abilities were certainly good, his courage and perſeverance undoubted; but, from 
the ferocity of his character, he was both feared and hated. Colonel Drummond, who with his ſmall party 
was taken at Point Bacchus, relates that the republicans put to death all the fick they found in the hoſpital 
at Petit Bourg, many of the women, and ſome children, cutting off heads, and otherwiſe mutilating the 
bodies; that, as the men who ſurrendered with him at Point Bacchus, fainted in their march, they were in- 
ſtantly bayonetted ; the Colonel himſelf was, by particular directions from Victor Hughes, ordered to clean 
the priſon ſhip in turn with the others ; but from this diſgrace he was relieved by the dutiful attachment of 
his men, who would not permit it : his food and lodging were the ſame as the reſt, no attention being paid to 
his rank; but from the reſpe& and good behaviour of his men, not one of whom would deſert from him. A 
great number df people of all ages, ſexes, and conditions, were condemned to the guillotine by this inex- 
orable tyrant, all of whom were conducted in boats round the priſon ſhip, in order to diſtreſs and intinu- 
date the Britiſh priſoners. | 
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e fury and le for five hours, during which Captain 
Faulknor fell by a muſket-ball as he was a ſecond time laſhing 
the bowſprit « of La Pique to the capſtern of his own ſhip. The 
loſs of this brave man muſt be deplored- by every friend to the 
ſervice ; his courage and determined bravery had been often tried, 
and always with ſucceſs, as in the courſe of this work I have 
frequently had occaſion to mention. On his death the command 
devolved on the firſt lieutenant, Mr. Watkins, who continued the 
action in a manner that did him immortal honour. The French 
ſhip having loſt her main and mizen maſts, the Blanche took her 
in tow, ſtill continuing the engagement, when the ſtern ports 
not being large enough, they blew the upper tranſom beam away, 
and fired into her bows for three hours. The marines under 
Lieutenant Richardſon, kept ſo well directed a fire, that not a 
man could appear on her forecaſtle until ſhe ſtruck ; fixty-ſeven 
of her crew were dead on the decks; many had been thrown. 
overboard ; one hundred and ten wounded were landed at the 
Saintes; and one hundred and ſeventy-four were taken to Marti- 
nique. The Blanche had ten killed, including the Captain, and 
twenty-four wounded. Captain Faulknor's exertions in forwarding 
the ſervice on every occaſion, both during, and fince the cam- 
paign, were unremitting. Indeed the Engliſh cauſe in the Weſt 
Indies, at this inſtant, could hardly have received a deeper wound 
than it did by the death of this brave and zealous man.

Tas Commander in Chief, having nearly finiſhed all his arrange- 
ments to open the campaign with vigour, thinks it neceſſary, 
during the* few days the troops remain at Barbadoes, to give out 
the orders proper for the regulation and conduct of the troops; 
and he anxiouſly calls upon every commanding officer of bri- 
gades, regiments, and corps, to ſupport him in the due and ſtrict 
obſervance thereof. The object of the campaign is to complete 
the conqueſt of the French Weſt India Iſlands. Great ſufficiency 
of proviſions and a numerous train of artillery are provided. The 
General is ſo thoroughly convinced of the zeal and intelligence of 
the officers and ſoldiers under his command, that he knows many 
orders upon the preſent occaſion are unneceſſary; yet, to ſhorten 
orders in future, it may not be improper to explain to the ſoldiers 
the fatal conſequences of ftraggling ever ſo little away from camp 
oy = 


3 


in queſt of plunder; it is next to a certainty they will fall ignobly 
by the hands of the country people: or if they ſhould eſcape, they 
may depend upon ſuffering the ſevere puniſhment due to diſobey- 
ing military orders; as the General will never allow (while he has 
the honour to command ſuch troops) practices of that nature to 
gain ground, as that alone, in time, will defeat the braveſt army 
in the world, and render all their efforts uſeleſs. The Britiſh ſol- 
diers cannot be ignorant of the high reputation they have always 
acquired for obedience, attention, and expertneſs, in arms; and 
conſequently they muſt be ſenſible how much their king and 
country expect from them: and the General is impreſſed with 
every aſſurance, that the troops will not diſappoint them upon 
this occaſion. The General takes the liberty to aſſure them, that 
they are able to fight any troops upon earth ; and he will be an- 
ſwerable that it would not be a conteſt of ten minutes between 
this army and the beſt troops of France, whether the affair was 
to be decided by fire or bayonet. This laſt method is always to 
be preferred, but much more ſo when acting againſt ſuch bad 
troops as the army we are now to be oppoſed to, the enemy being 
made up chiefly of negroes and mulattoes, with a very ſmall propor- 
tion of regular troops; to be beat by whom would be ſo diſgrace- 
ful, that he cannot entertain the moſt diſtant thought of it. The 
5 preſent diſtracted ſtate of France makes it impoſſible to ſupport 
them, therefore it only requires the uſual perſeverance and gal- 
lantry of Britiſh ſoldiers to conquer the firſt iſland that an attack 
1s made upon, which will certainly decide the fate of the whole,

ſhorten the campaign, and put an honourable end to the labour 
and exertion of the troops. The General thinks it a duty incum- 
bent on him, and which he doubts not will be taken well, to point 


out further what he thinks neceſſary, either for their own parti- 
cular good, or that more noble object, the good of their king and 


country. The General defires the ſoldiers will conſider what hard- 
ſhips muſt attend their profeſſion; that there is as much true ho- 
nour in bearing them with manly fortitude, as in forcing the 
cannon of an enemy; patience under difficulties being one of the 
firſt virtues in a military character, and without which no man, 
however brave, will ever be a ſoldier. In times like the preſent 


ſome ſacrifice of convenience muſt always be made to neceſſity; 


at the ſame time the ſoldiers may be aſſured that every attention 
will be paid by the Commander in Chief, and every other officer, 


to have them well ſupplied with every article that the nature of 


the ſervice will admit. On the other hand, he hopes the ſoldiers 
will be ſo thoroughly convinced of this, that not one of them will 
be ſo loſt to honour and virtue, and the ſervice of their country, 
as not readily and moſt cheerfully to put up with every inconve- 
nience, and even to the ſcarcity of proviſions, if it ſhould ſo hap- 


pen. The General means to carry the buſineſs through with as 


little loſs as poſſible, and with the ſtricteſt attention to the pre- 
ſervation of the troops: to this end he expects that every duty 
required will be carried forward by the troops without the leaſt 
unſoldier-like behaviour or complaint, and that all orders will be 


ſtrictly obeyed. The army is ſent to carry on honourable war 
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againſt the French colonies, and by their conduct, in preſerving 
the perſons and properties of the peaceable inhabitants, to conci- 
liate the minds of the people to the Britiſh government; there- 


fore the General determinately aſſures the troops, that he will 


allow of no drunkenneſs or licentious behaviour, no burning of 


churches, houſes, or edifices of any deſcription, without orders, 
or plundering in any ſhape whatever. All perſons that with their 


property remain in their habitations, ſhall be treated with huma- 
nity. No violence to be offered, particularly to women, on any 


pretence whatever. The ſtricteſt ſubordination and diſcipline to 


be preſerved throughout the whole army; and the commanding 
officer of brigades, regiments, and corps, muſt be reſponſible ac- 


cordingly to the Commander in Chief.—The commanding officer 
will be careful that theſe orders, and every other that comes out, 


are diſtinctly read to their men by an officer, and be clearly un- 


derſtood by both officers and ſoldiers. — However it may hurt the 


General's feelings, he is determined to make immediate examples 
of all thoſe who ſhall preſume to diſobey his orders; more parti- 


cularly that part of them relative to plundering, ill treatment of 
peaceable inhabitants, or firing of houſes, &c. And Captain Vi- 


pond, provoſt marſhal, has his orders to execute upon the ſpot 


every offender caught in ſuch horrid acts, without trial. —It may 


be neceſſary here to acquaint all officers ſervants (not ſoldiers), 
and followers of the army of every deſcription, that they are ſub- 


ject to military law, and liable in like manner with the troops to 


the puniſhment of death, or corporal puniſhment, according to

them of this, that ignorance may not be pleaded as an excuſe. 


The ſucceſs of this army totally depends upon a proper and ſtrict 


degree of order and diſcipline being maintained; the General 


therefore again calls upon officers of every rank to aſſiſt him in 
enforcing it; for the whole are not to ſuffer by a diſorderly few, 


who, if allowed to go on, would be the · deſtruction of the whole

Commander in Chief expects, that whatever poſt or guard an of- 
ficer is ordered to take, he will firſt viſit his fituation and ground |

around it, and poſt his centinels ſo as to render it out of the 
power of the enemy to ſurpriſe him. It is the greateſt diſgrace 
that can poſſibly befall an officer; and ſo much ſo in the General's 
opinion, that any officer, or non- commiſſioned officer, who ſhall 
ſuffer himſelf to be ſurpriſed, muſt not expect to be forgiven.— 
All out-poſts to fortify themſelves as well as they can, to prevent 
any inſult from parties of the enemy. The troops always to form

Every reaſon is in favour of this ſyſtem; amongſt many others the 
following, VIZ. It conceals you and your numbers from the ene- 
my; the enemy direct their fire wherever they ſee or hear fire, 
conſequently fire upon each other, whilſt you are concealed, and 
they fall an eaſy prey. The General aſſures the troops of this from 


his own repeated experience; and the ſoldiers may rely in confi- 


dence upon him, that if it is ſtrictly adhered to, it will ſeldom, if 


ever, fail of ſucceſs. As it may be neceſſary at particular times 
to order the grenadiers, light infantry, and advanced corps, to 
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retire, in order more effectually to ſecure the defeat of the enemy, 
the Commander in Chief thinks it neceſſary to apprize the army 
of this, to prevent any alarm ſuch an appearance might otherwiſe 
occaſion amongſt the ſoldiers.—Weak and ſickly men are not to 
embark with their regiments or corps; proper meaſures will be 
taken to get thoſe men to their regiments as ſoon as they are in a 
| ſtate fit for duty. No women to come on ſhore till Nn, 
ordered, &c.

the following order and declaration of the Commander in Chief: 
That all perſons reſiding in the conquered iſlands of Martinico,

French or of any other nation, having taken the oath of allegiance 
to the government of Great Britain, and who demean and con- 
duct themſelves accordingly, ſhall receive every protection that 
| the other ſubjects of Great Britain do in thefe iſlands : and ſhould 
ſuch caſes of extremity happen as may render a capitulation ne- 
ceſſary, no terms are to be propoſed or accepted, which do not 
give equal ſecurity, ſafety, and protection, to them as to the | 
other ſubjects of Great Britain, as well thoſe with arms as thoſe 
without; conſequently, no place is to be ſurrendered before this 
18 expreſsly and explicitly acknowledged and ſubſcribed to by the 
enemy, that in any extremity we may ftand or fall together: and

meaſure of juſtice, dictated by honour and humanity. 

The Commander in Chief hopes that this explicit order and 
declaration, giving ſuch ample ſecurity to the royaliſts on his part,

I was informed by Captain Shank of the SIS navy, the agent for tranſ- 
ports, that during the expedition 46 maſters of tranſports, and 1100 of their 
men, died of the yellow fever. The returns of the maſters were given in, 
of the men a rough calculation to the above amount was made. On board 
the Broderic tranſport the fever raged with ſuch violence, that the mate, the 
only ſurvivor, was obliged to ſcull his boat on ſhore to fetch off negroes to 
throw the dead overboard, and himſelf died ſoon after. 

Of the royal navy the loſs was conſiderable; but it, has not been in my 
power to procure a liſt of the officers who died or were killed on this expe-
